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Guerillas. — The Evansville Journal of 
Thursday says the country in Kentucky op- 
posite that city is cow full ot the mast daring 
bands of guerillas.

The same night, only six and a half miles be- 
ow there, the band paid a visit to the farm 
of John McAlistcr, and Dick Yates demanded 
three sf bU horses — cne being a fine blooded 
jtallion. Mr. McAlister declined giving up 
property, and seised bis double-barreled shot- 
gun. Two of the party threw themselvas up- 
on him in order to wrench the gun from his 
bands. In the scuffle the old man was thrown 
violently, bis body striking on the stock of 
the gan, breaking two of his ribs. They then 
tied him in bed, where be remained 'till Fri- 
day morning, when the guerillas departed 
with bis horses, and his Bister, Mrs. Talbott, 
released him. 

ley The guerillas are again on Qreen river 
committing depredations. On Tuesday tbey 
captured the little steamer Eddie abont two 
miles below Ranger's Landing. They firs! fired 
on her, several shots entering the boat In dif- 
ferent parts, and come passing unpleasantly 
close to the pilot. Some forty or fifty shots in 
all were fired, but unfortunately no one was 
hit Tbey robbed the E idle of whatever they 
thought would be of use or profit to them, but 
afterward returned everything except two or 
three article* of clothing belonging to the 
pilot 

The Eidie arrived at Evansville on Wednes- 
day with a full cargo of tobacco, and will 
probably not return to that classic stream at 
present Some fears are entertained as to the 
eafety of the Duckereon aud R. B. Speed, as 
the guerillas aie said to have declared their 
purpose to wait for the latter.

These lands comprise 
710,000 acres, lying on the south or west bank 
of the Minnesota river, In a strip from nine 
to twelve milee broad, and over a hundred 
miles long, extending from near Fort Ridg- 
ley to Big Stone Lake, and constitutes one of 
the finest tracts of farming land in the State, 
barring the scarcity o f wool. It will proba- 
bly have tbe advantage, at a future day, of 
being penetrated by two railroads, one from 
Winona and enefrom Mineapolis, due west to 
the foot of Big Stone Lake.

Lieut Snyder, in eharge of the Military 
Prison in tbia city, has been doing quite a 
brisk business in bis line for tbe past few 
days, having received and shipped, since the 
1st inst, no le.es than 1,382 enlisted men — 
prisoners of war — and 29 line officers. Dar- 
ing the same time he has furnished accommo- 
dations and transportation to a more inviting 
clime to 440 deserters from the rebel army. 

Tbi Usi of Ethib. — A correspondent writes: 
A few days ago some three hundred rebel 
wounded fell into our bands. Ot these twen- 
ty-one required capital operations. They 
were placed in a row, a Blip of paper pinned 
to each man's coat aollar, telling the nature 
of tbe operation that had been decided upon. 
Dr. Morton first passes along, and with a 
towel saturated with ether putt every man 
beyond consciousness and pain. The opera- 
ting surgeon follows and rapidly and skilfully 
amputates a leg or an arm, as tbe case may 
be, till the twenty-one have been subjected to 
the knife and saw without one twinge of pain. 
A second surgeon ties up tbe arteries; a third 
dresses tbe wounds. The men are taken to 
tents near by, and wake up to find themselves 
-cut in two without torture, while a winrow 
of lopped off members attest the work. The 
last man bad been operated upon before tbe 
Siet wakened. Nothing could be more dra- 
matic, and nothing could more perfectly dem- 
onstrate the value of anesthetic*. Besides, 
men fiiih' better when they know that torture 
does not follow a wound, and numberless lives 
are saved that tbe shock of the knife would 
Lose te their friends and the country. 

Bbutal McRDiu — We learn that one day 
last week, as James W. McAITrey and Silas 
Roberts, citizens of Athens, were orossiog 
Walden's Ridge, on their way to Kentucky, 
on business, they were overtaken by two 
men, dreseed in the Federal uniform, who 
robbed tbem of what money and other val- 
uables tbey bad, and then informed them th .1 
they were going to take them back te some 
point, the name of which Is not recollect* i. 
After going a short distance they came to a 
rather dark hollow or ravine, when tb- two 
bushwhackers drew their weapons and com- 
menced firing on McAffrey and Roberts.

HOW DO Wl LOOK? 

Scotland had no poet so sweet in song, and 
yet so terrible in Batire, as Robert B jrna. Ooe 
little verse of his we wish to adopt fir a tex 1 , 
and It is so well known that, as wo quote it, 
there is no need to shock the modern pro- 
prieties by giving the name of th* poem in 
wbich it occurs: 

"O, wad some pow'r the giftie gle u», 

Toaee onrsels a, ithers nee us! 

It wad frae utonle a blunder Tee us, 

Acd foollth nott-n : 
What airs in areas ao' gait wad lea'e us, 
And e'en devotion I" 

We ecceeh are habitually amused at tbe 
shifts acd dodges to which our enemy resort 
to keep up appearances and to cover disaster 
or disappointment But do we never imitate 
the schoolboy who "whistles to keep his 
courage up," as be passes through tbe grave- 
yard? Do we sever illustrate the wisdom of 
that desert bird, which Li lew its head in tha 
band, and thinks itself hid? 

Tbe "Ub to Richmond" of tbe enemy has 
teccme a by-word for children, and we lonr 
ago It !E«u to laugh at the thirty, sixty, and 
ninety dajB in which the rebeilioa was to be 
"crushed out" 

We have felt pity for the people who could 
feel glad at an advance on Richmond, which 
appears to have cost come two thousand mas 
for every mile they gained; and contempt for 
the government which would forge our Sttte 
pspera in a clumsy way, for the pnrposa of 
rraking themselves t«mporarily>sncoessful, and 
finally infamous, before tbe eyes of foreign 
powers. 

Seeing these things, let ns avoid them, ever I 
with the question before us — How do we look j 
before the world? Not forgetting another 
equally important question, one which is vital 
to onr success, as it involves onr self confi- 
dence^ — How do we look to ourselves? 

What we wish to urge is rimply tha moral | 
of the old proverb — ' Let not him that putteth 
on his armor boast himself aa him that put- I 
teth it off." i 

Often have our people been deceived by ' 
false and delusive hopes, gotten up wish the 
best intention in the world by those wbo 
thirjk they help our cause by proclaiming vio- 
tor? amid the thickest of peril. Or, when we 
are really and seriously harmed, they, by 
brave words, attempt to "neal slightly the 
bn r t of the daughter of Zion." 

God help them to have more judgment, for 
they rarely do not realize the sickening seise 
of utter despair, the utter crushing of brigbt 
dream flowers, which 13 the inevitable result 
of those believed-in prophecies of Bure success, 
when followed by inevitable disaster. 

Tbe magnificent army of Sherman has, 
wiihont loss and without battle, forced back 
one of our best armies, under a favorite Gen- 
era); and, if be only had intended a raid, the 
destruction of the vast agricultural interest of 
tbe granary of enr Stats is a loss which we 
are ill prepared to endure, and totally unpre- 
pared to retrieve. The evil is, first, the with- 
drawal from market of the essential food; 
second, the increase of population caused by 
refugees, which makes an increased demand 
on the producing capacity of the State; third, 
the increased prices which tend to depreciate 
the currency, wbich cannot bear another one- 
third repudiation. Then it it be more than I 
a raid, and Sherman holds his f. jnt by for.i- | 
fieations and hie reir by guards, it is an ao- 
tual loss of empire. 

Tbeiefore, with harm actually done, and 
with Atlanta, and tbe great railroad interests | 
involved in the fateiof a battle that Sherman 
may or may not risk, is it wise to tell our 
people that the invasion of our State is but a 
"stipid blunder" of tbe enemy ? 

Just tlibt hours before the battle of Baker's 
Creek, a Gt-.erai high in command, told a 
lady in our bearing, that the crossing of tbe 
Mississippi by General Grant placed him at 
oar mercy, and that tbe only thing to fear 
was, that he would take the alarm and escape 
to his gunboats before we could make the at- 
tack. Twenty-four hoars later, our broken 
columns were hurrying along the same road 
in retreat, and the lady who bad believed the 
General, could not save even her wearing ap- 
parel. That General was not named Pern- 
berton. 

Instance after instance of this kind hare 
we had during the war, and yet grave p ipers, 
with able editors, talk of the certainty that 
Sherman can never take bis army back to 
Chattanooga, and congratulate the country 
that he has marched into a trap. We once had 
some experience with an old rat that al rays 
sprung tbe steel trap from tbe under side, and 
always tcok off the bait and never got caught. 
Tbe Yankees have a peculiar fanulty of mar -.h- 
ir>g into traps and ttaying there. Our only 
commentary upon such writing Is, that Buoh 
irate as half a State, and the best half at that, 
are so expensive aa to perhaps awaken smiles 
in the North and In Europe, when we boast 
of tbem. 

In like manner do we talk about Grant, and 
an. use ourselves over a set of facts which are 
far from amusing. 

We are perfectly satisfied that the comman- 
der of the armies of the United States might 
have reached tbe result he now aims for with 
but a small portion of tbe lossna has now sus- 
tained, and that, too, with all the allowance 
for tbe peculiar Confederate arithmetis whioh 
kills Yankees so rapidly — on paper. 

Lieutenant- General Grant was greatly mis- 
taken in bis idea that, having turned the flank 
of General Lee in crossing the Rapid Ann, 
there would simply be a foot-race for Rich- 
mond. But two things have since been de- 
monstrated, ard both are serious. First, that 
the army of tbe Union is so large and power- 
ful that tbe usual military axiom, ' Flaokicg 
is more dangerous to the flanker than tbe 
flanked," does not apply. The strategy of 
Grant, which consists in simply withdrawing 
one wing at a time behind the impregnable 
menses of the centre and other wing, would 
be frangbt with peril were that csntre and re- 
maining wing contracted enough to be envel- 
oped, or weak enough to be broken, but is 
perfectly sate as it is. Then fore he is at lib- 
erty to play tricks in plain sight and without 
peril, simply because be is too big tocatoh! 
Coneequently, in a succession of tricks, even 
by one of the only moderate ability of Grant, 
tbere is danger tbat one not seen or foiled at 
exactly tbe right time may catoh us. Such a 
result would not be detraction to our army, 
for Lee alco is too big to held, but il might do 
us harm. 

The second danger is of the siege of Rich- 
mond. Some of our contemporaries, and the 
most of correspondents, laugh at this; aud yet 
Grant has it in his power to bssiege tbe cap- 
ital, cr force an attack on bim.e! , or force an 
evacuation of Richmond. 

Not tbat be has his choice of these three 
things, but can force that choice u on us. 

la Grant's moving upon the south of Rich- 
mond, and threatening tbe Jamas river Bear 
the city, Gen. Lee has choice of two evils. If 
he keeps ahead of Grant and holds the Peters- 
burg bne inviolate, that fltnksr neco33»rily 
gets between bim and Riobmoad,and walks in- 
to the city a' hisleUnre. If Lee keeps bstweei 
Richmond and Grant, the latter of course guts 
between him and the Southern S atea" com- 
munication, and cuts off the only source of 
eupply now left, aa the valley of Virginia is in 
the bands of tbe enemy. 1 r L°e wauta to aave 
Peteisbirg acd Richmond both, he will have 
to attack Grant in one of his craw-fish move- 
ments, and will have to attack tbe positions 
and intrencbmenU which the grand spade- 
and-pickarmy never exists an hour without 
In onr judgment the plan of the campaign 
is at last developed. Western Virginia, tne 
valley and its resource*, is, by the movement 
on Staunton and Lexington, to be rendered 
unavailable for provisions. Grant is to throe? 
bis atmy into fortifications across the railroads 
from R chmond south, and so cut off our army 
supplies. Thus the starvation of a siege will 
be as effectually secured as if an army could 
be found large enough to surround the legions 
of Lee, as Grant did Gen Pemberton; pro- 
vided, of course, that the Danville road shares 
tbe fate tbat the Weldon road probably will. 

If Gen. Lee chooses to stop the gama by a 
fight he has to put his finger on the slippery 
Grant and stop his flea-like flanking-; and 
having found him and stopped bim fer a fi^ht, 
will have to charge the hills Grant will oc- 
cupy and the trenches Grant will dig. If 
President Davis concludes to swap capitals, 
aad giving Grant Richmond, starts off aheid 
of bim tor Washington, we will have the 
army to subsist in the desert waste betweea 
tbe two capitals; have to make time on foot 
that will beat the tracsaarta on thi Potomac 
and the Chesapeake; have tha 'ortiflca ioas tif 
Washirgton to storm; and a siege to a '.and 
tbere she old we get inside. 

We lose Richmond if we hold the We'don 
and Danville railroads; we lose the railroads 
It we save Richmond, or we attack Grant in 
bis nightly trenches if we try to save both 
It is tiue tbat General Beauregard oould s'lll 
keep south of Grant and prevent raids into 
Carolina; but could not keep him from stop- 
ping tbe reads eontb, unless he has enough 
men to attack Grant in reverse, and place him 
between two fires. We hope Grant tbinks he 
has. This is a game with no possible bin- 
orarce, perfectly plaia toevensicn uumi i ary 
& mprehenEion as our own, aud we respect- 
fully tuVimit tbat there is no fua in it 

Tbe writer is aware from personal observa- 
tion tbat there is a personal popularity aud 
enthusiastic devotion to Graut among bis sol- 
diers, not equatlei by anything ever seen in 
tbat army before, nor surpassed in the army 
of Lee, ard verv much like the love of the 
Old Giard tor Napo'eon. Therefore be can 
:' r.V and tight for some days yet before they 
get tired ot it 

Tbese are facts, and, pla'n as they are, it U 
rot in good sense to ta k of the trao that 
Sherman occupies, orof tbe bull-headed Grant 
Mitting bis brains out against the ramparts of 
R rhmond. 

When the eopplies of Sherman are cut off, 
as we ttllit they will be, and the great raidur 



of Mississippi broken in battle or starved out, 
begins a disastrous retreat over the country 
himself has devastated; wbn Johnston thun- 
ders on his flying rear and Forrest stops his 
flight; wben the fordB of tbe Tennessee are In 
peril, acd Chattanooga again besieged; when 
Western Tennessee looks up in hope, and 
JohoEOc, the traitor, tremblee in the fortifica- 
tion? of Nae hvllls, then let us all flap onr wings 
and crow, acd not til! then. 

When Grant changes base in tbe McOlellan 
style, and Malvern Hill is again an altar of 
sacrifice, acd our horses drink at the Potomac 
ncd pasture in Maryland, then let us laugh at 
"Bull-Headed Grant," and examine the em- 
brasures around Richmond for tbe brains he 
left about locse.

After the disastrous re- 
pulse at did Harbor, on the 3d inst, in his 
attempt to croes the Cbickahomioy by way 
ct McClcUan's and New Bridge, Grant 
lay quietly behind bis powerful forti- 
6 cation* in the vicinity of the battle- 
fit.ld, for so long as to puzzle con- 
jecture aa to what mizht be his next 
move. On the 13tn tbat move came, and 
once more the great Ulysses tried hia favor- 
ite plan of moving by the left, progressing in 
tbat way down the east bank of tbe Onicka- 
hominy to Long Bridges. Here or hereabouts 
he effected his much coveted passage of tbe 
river, and striking direotly for tbe James, 
about Shirley, managed to throw a portion ot 
hi* fotce across tbat stream to tbe south eide, 
connecting the severed corps by pontoon 
bridges.

War Priczs and Spicclatios.— It is to be 
taken as a matter of ccurae tbat a state of war 
must be attended with an advance of price". 
The withdrawal of a portion of the most effi 
cient class of tbe producing population tends, 
on tbe one hand, to lessen the yield of the in- 
dustries; acd, on tbe other hand, the support 
of the atmy in tbe field, by the waste and de- 
struction it occasions, leads to a much greater 
consumption tban that required for the same 
Dumber of persons engaged in ordinary avoca- 
tions. The necessary increase of taxation to 
tne^t war expenditures, falling ss it ultimate- 
ly must upon the labor of tbe country, also 
tends to enhance the price of all products. 
Toe frequently an injudicious moidling of 
tbe Government with monetary affairs tends 
to egeravate this unavoidable result The 
extent to which prices are raised above the 
normal level depends entirely npon the 
period and measure in which these causes 
are developed. In our own case the 
rise has beta extreme and rapid, because we 
have in an unusually short time drawn an 
immense cumber of our operative population 
into tbe field. Within three years, the prices 
of produce in this country have attained a 
greater advance than they had reached in 
Great Britain during the first nineteen years 
of the long period of wars ending wjth 1815 
Tte following comparison shows the range of 
prices three years before the commencement 
of tbat period of hostilities and three years 
before its close. The prices given are the con- 
tract prices of the Greenwich Hospital, pub- 
lished by the Board of Trade:

From tbe commencement of hostilities, 
prices gradaally increased until, in 1812, when 
tbe debt bad reached $3,400,000,000, they 
showed 125 per cent advance on the rates p'il 
just before the war. During this period, the 
national debt had increased $2 200 000 000. 
Let ns see what has been the advance of prices 
in the United States during the three years ot 
wer, acd whilst we have increased the nation- 
al debt only $1,750,000 000. For this purpose 
we present the following comparison of whole- 
sale prices cf certain leading articles of pro- 
duce in New York at certain periods during 
the progres cf the war, also the premium on 
gold at tbe respective periods: 
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In making a comparison of price»> at differ- 
ent periods, it is necessary to keep in mind 
ire material fluctuations in the customs auel 
icitercal revenue duties. Tbe increase of doty 
on foreign goods has been bo large since Jan- 
uary, 1862. as to constitute a very material 
element of price. On domestic products, how- 
ever, tbe duty amounts, on none of tbe articles 
here ennmerated, to more than fire per ceut, 
whilst some are exempt from duty. 

Trie list, in tbe prlcuo of domealic products 
has been far beyond what is generally sup- 
posed. We hare receded from the old land- 
masks so gradually, tbat it has not occurred 
to us to estimate bow far we hare distanced 
tbem. A comparison of the prices of the 
above enumerated articles reveals the fact 
that during the last thirty months prices have 
advance '1. on an average, two buodrad and 
twenty -five per cent on nominal rates On 
some of tbese commodities tie tise has been 
much below this ratio; on others, much above 
it; the products enumerated, however, are all 
of common and large consumption, and the 
rise cn their aggregate price may be taken as 
fairiy representing tbe average advance in the 
price cf domestic produce. The per centage 
of advance on these articles has utood thus at 
certain petiode:

The* it appears that the msjer part of this 
advance has occarred during toe pretest yea', 
and, iDdeed, within the last three months 
At the beginning of tbe year, the advance on 
ordinary prices was only percent the 

i, emium on geld, at tbat lime, being 52. 
Twe montba l« er, the rate of advance was 
only 70 percent which was 10 percent above 
'he prem umon sold. Two weeks later stil 1 , 
a further rise of 55)4 percent bad been made, 
the advance on produce being 4834 P t ceat 
above tbe premium on gold. And still two 
months later, we find a further addition to 
pr'cesof 102Ji percent, with the price of gold 
55 per cent n«bind th - price of prodose. 

Tbe advance ot 155 per cent since March 1, 
18C4, ia altogether teo sudden and exirome to 
be accounted natural and legitimate. It can- 
net be attributed to the rise in gold; for, as 
fbe above figures show, the price of produce 
has, during tbe period, kept over 50 per cent 
ebead of tbe price of gold, and it is not to be 
supposed that the e ffect cou'd exceeH itscauBa. 
It can be only par ially tbe direct result of 
tbe less of prodacing population and of an 
increase of consumption; for tne operation of 
ibese causes is gradual aud unadapted to pro- 
ducing such extreme resul a It is neither 
more nor lees than one of the mischievous 
esults of a wrong-priucipled fiscal of legisla- 
tion. 

The abnndance of paper money and the 
rat id rise of prices incouBrqaeoceofincea3ed 
duties acd growing scarcity have fostered an 
unbridled speculation. Up to last April spec- 
ulation ran almost exclusively npon S'ocks; 
wben confidence broke down, and the share 
market was and baa ainoe been comparatively 
oeeerted by speculative operator*. For the 
first three montba of tbe preeent year, tbe 
sales at tbe stock exchange averaged 546.866 
lin.6 per week; for the succeeding foRctei-n 
week the sales bave averaged only 276,810 
shares per week. This shows ths great re- 
onciion of stock Bpeeulation, resulting from 
<be partial panic at the beginning of April. 
Speculation was from tbat time trans'erred 
from Wall street to Front street; and hence 
ihe striking coincidence tbat from that pe- 
riod dates the extreme advance in prices of 
produce 

To the qurstioa, how long will this specu- 
lative movement continue? let tbe exorbitant 
piiceB it has cteated be the answer. A con- 
traction in tbedrmand for commodities and 
en increase of the supply, must toe the result 
nt the present hitib prices, issuing in a break- 
down of tbe market, to be followed probtbly 
by a retreat ot tbe speculators upon Wall 
S'reet, wbicb, by the p esnnt comparatively 
'ow prices if stocks, offers a tampting oppur 
ivnity for a "kill" campaign. 

One result ot ihese speculative prices is to 
prevent tbe exportation of produce, aud to 
necesei aie an increased ex port t>f specie, which 
-gain causes a rise in gold. Tbue, strange to 
*»), tor several wee-ka past produce has been 
, nabing up tbe price ot gold, and not gold 
diawiug up ihe price of | - . u , as is generally 
imagined.

CAPTIB1 OF PARKHTILI.B, MISSOUItl-MUB- 
DIB OF rjITlZBNS. 
[From the Leavenworth Times } 

Liavinwostb, July 
Mb. Editob: As rarlou3 and conflicting 
rumors are in circulation concerning the cap- 
turo of Parkville, for tbe information of all 
parties concerned I will give you some of the 
parti cm! ars. 
Between the hours of five o'clock and six 

0 clock A.M., on the 7th inst, just before 
silting down to breakfast, myself and wife 
saw quite a body of mei, dressed principally 
in Federal uniform, coming down Main street 
in the direction of my house. When nearly 
opposite the honse my wife cried ou', "My God I 
tbey are bushw hackers 1" I stood still until 
tbey had passed, t,nd then got my revolver 
acd ammunition aud starte 1 for the quarters 
where our men were. My wife, wao was 
in the door watching them, told me not to 
try to get to quarters, that th y had them 
fu:rtunr!ed, ana were firing ou the compaoy. 
They took possession of vridew Williams's 
house, which is directly opposite the door of 
the quarters, on the Bide of ths hill above, 
raised two windows, took two Union lodbs, 
Mrs Jackson and Mrs. Pollard, and placed 
them in the windows, firing from behind 
them. O.hers took positions behind the 
bouse tear by. The detachment fired only 
a few rounds, hitting but one man, which did 
cot disable him. 

During tbe firing Goorge B. Mitchell, who 
lives in cne corner ef the honse where tbe 
company was stationed, fired two rounds, and 
on turning in doors to get another gnn he 
was fired at three buckshot taking tfifect in 
the small of his back. At tho same time his 
wife was shot in the left breast Both wounds 
are serious. 

Lituitnriat Goorge W. Nolamd, who su»- 
ce«*dfd In gettingto quarters, was wounded in 
the tnifh. A flap, ot truce was then sent in, 
carried by a cititen of the town, who was 
forced to do it. He said none of tbe bush- 
whackers would come. Lieutenant Noland 
told them tbat he had but ten men (the teat 
being cut off) and he would surrender, pro- 
vided bis men Were not mistreated. Hs re- 
ceived this promise, marched tbe men ont, 
and set their arms np against a house. The 
men were then paroled, wbich parolment read 
as follows: "L. B. Wilson, private, company 

E, 82d regiment E. M. M , is hereby paroled 
by O. F. Taylor, Captain, 0. S A." Tais wa3 
my brother's parole. He had to write it him- 
Be.f, as none of the guerillas present could 
write. 

Among the outrages committed out in town 
wes the murder of Isaac Brink, of company 

F, 17tb K. V. 0., who was at home on far- 
lough. His wife was lying at the point of 
deatb, acd be bad come into town to get ice 
for her, when he was stopped by young Sswel 
ard another man. Sewel asked Brink for his 
belt Biiok replied f-at ne had a revolver, 
and ecked to know what would be bis fate if 
he gave it up. Sewel replied, "Yon shall be 
retpicted." He then took Briak'B revolver 
with bis left bend, pulled it out of the scab- 
bard with bis right and shot bim in the left 
cheek. Seeing tbat be was not dead, the 
otber demon shot him through the baart, took 
bis horse, acd lelt him lyiug tbere until the 
hogs had eaten iff one of bis ears. Eri ik was 
then taken in by my mo her and some other 
ladies, with the asclatauco of my brother, who 
bad just been paroled. 

Atter tbe shooting was over, the gn-ri Us 
cottiit r oed pluafJtii' g the store* and citi- 
zens. Tbey entered Morris'* store, la which 

1 nm interested, from which tbey took be- 
tween $C00 and $800 worth of goods, and 
broke open the safe end took nut, as near as 
I can remember, $500 in money. Tbey t-vn 
went to Mr. Summers'* and took $737 in 
money, acd also aome goods. Next they 
went to F. Kahm's, broke his safe open, aad 
took $1,245 in money and otber valuables to 
the amount ot $2,300. They asked old man 
Olaikfor his key. He told them tbat Major 
Clark, in command of the Paw-Paws of Platte, 
at PI a' te City, was bis son. They told him 
Mnjor Claik was all right bnt tbat that would 
uot save bis goods. Tbey then went to Mrs. 
Dzinbons, whose husband is in the6.b Kan- 
sas, hi d took $400 in money. Next tbey went 
to niy hbuse ia squads of from three to eight, 
five times, and took all my clothes, except my 
old octs. As I left home with rather a slim 
ouffi', tbey bad a good chance to get all. They 
a'GO took some of my wife's clothes, aud every- 
thing else tbat eight men could bundle up and 
cerry off. They al:o insulted my wife by 
calling foul names, aud cureed and yelled 
around the houre like savages. 

They went to Dr. Moore's and relieved Mrs. 
Moore of her furs, her silk circular, and o.ner 
valuablre; robbed the citizens of what money 
they had, down to the pitiful sum of$l 30, all 
one lady bad in her hcuse. Captain Taylor 
bad one company of eighty men in towu, and 
several . . ,1 a reserve, at ooa oompamy 

ot rto shirts, about tbe same number, in the 
edge of tbe woods north of town. Tnsy told 
my wife they were there, and citizens living 
out thtre toid me that they saw them, and 
th it there were fully as many aa came in 
town. It is nseless to give further details; 
therefore, suffice it te say that they did as 
much or more than tbe demons of hall wonld 
require of tbem 10 soake them fit subjects of 
aS'Ociation. 

We saw picket* or icouts In Parksville yes- 
terday, Ufere leaving the opposite shore in 
Kansas, where quite a number of ciiizsna of 
''in Seville are staying lor safety. 

The above Btatements I have been carefal to 
get from pt-rsons wbo Eaw, and not from 
hearsay, and think tbey can be relied on.

Washington, July 14. 

The military demonslraiion on the out- 
skirts of the National Capital within the last 
few days has come to an end. This demon- 
stration did not take tbe form of anything 
like an atteck on the city except in front of 
Fort Stevens, where some skirmishing dis- 
closed tbe presence of a hostile force on Mon- 
day and Tuesday last Tbe number of tha 
enemy's lorse at tbis point or at any other was 
utter y unknown to our military authorities, 
but it has been subsequently developed that at 
tbie locality it never much, if at all, exceeded 
500 cr 6C0 men. 

We have received information to this effect 
from officers who bave traced tho marks of 
the encampment of tbe besiegers since their 
evacnation duiing the ni„'ht of Taealay 
last efer the reennoissaaco, which was late 
in tbe evening of that day, was ordered by 
Gen. Wiight for the purpose of reeling the 
strength ot the enemy. It is moreover con- 
firmed by the testimony of persons who have 
come into the city since tbe seige was raised. 
Some slight demonstrations were made by 
the enemy at two other points on our north- 
eastern front But tbe number engaged in 
them or tbe dash made on the railroad be- 
tween Washington and Baltimore on Tuesday 
last iB of course unknown, though from the 
paucity of their achievements their co-opera- 
tive detachments must have been small. 

Tbe re connoisance on Tuesday evening In 
front of Fort Steven9 resulted in a smart skir- 
mish with the besieging party, who wereeasi- 
y drives by tbe Bmail body of our troops sent 
out on the scoat until darkness out aa end to 
the | us: nit. Our troops loet 300 killed, wound- 
ed, and missing. They left upward of alnety 
of their wounded at the bouse of Mr. Blair and 
fire cf their dead oa tbe field. 

At daybreak yesterday the enemy were no 
lODger visible, and so for tbe present ends 
wbat will pass into history as a two days' 
seige of Washington. It le't as mysteriously 
as it began. Tbe location and distribution of 
the other forces engaged in the invasion of 
Maryland during the seige was unknown to 
onr military authorities. Further informa- 
tion on all these points will probably be eli- 
cited by the pursuit of the enemy, which is 
now being pressed by the exporienced and 
gallant officers of the 24 th corps. 

Frem the most careful estimates of our cor- 
respondents Bent out from the Washington 
e dices, who have been through the whole 
affair from the first fight on the old Antietam 
battle ground, the following conclusions are 
reached concerning the rebel strength: Tbe 
rebel force in tbe battle on the Mooocacy, un- 
der Early end Breckinridge, was 12,000; 
Johnston's cavalry 1,500; Gillmore's marau- 
ders, operating mainly about Baltimore, 300; 
in all 13 800; to be sure of making it large 
enough say 14,000. 

G i J Wallace estimates the force be 
ofught sit Mococacy at thirty thousand, but 
other circumstances lead to the conviction that 
twelve thousand is all there were there. This 
was nearly double bis strength. The general 
belief in Baltimore is that in that battle Gen. 
Wallace did all any General could hare been 
expected to do. 

Of tbis whole cumber, 14,000, twelve thou- 
sacd moved from Monccacy to Poolsville, 
while the other 2,000 stole horses, impressed 
Mary landers into the service, cut the railroad, 
burnt bouses, destroyed bridges, and laid 
siege to Washington. A force of 12,000 or 
15 0(0 came in to reinforce tbem, but it only 
got as for as Blodenaburg. 

Caibo, July 14. 

An expedition recently eentoutfrom Vicks- 
burg in the direction ot Jackson, Miss., under 
General Dennis, bed an engagement with the 
enemy under Wise, near Clinton, the partic* 
ulars of which are not given. The general 
results, however, are furnished. Tne expedi- 
tion, perhaps 2,500 strong, marched to Jack- 
son, where it arrived on the 6.b, and destroyed 
tbe bridge over Pearl river, near Clinton. 
Wirt An nu harisg received heavy rein- 
forcements, attacked our forces with 3.000 
men, flanking tbem several times and com- 
pelling General Deanis to retire to Clinton, 
where he made a stand, worsted the eaemy, 
and drove bim off. There was no pursuit. 
Tbe skirmish took place three miles from 
Jackson, acd was kept up to Clinton, whs e 
the enemy withdrew from the action. 

With regard to losses, the report is rather 
meagre. Our informant places them at 30 
killed and wounded in all the skirmishing. 
Gen. Dennis received a alight flesh wound in 
the arm, besides receiving several shot holes 
through bis garments The reported death of 
Capt. Bradford, of Dennis's staff, is contra- 
dicted. It would not be contraband to state 
that fighting may be expected in tbe direction 
ot Jackson ere this gets to you. We hare 
piobably eacountered Wirt Adams, unless the 
rebels take French leave suddenly.

Washisoton, July 14. 
The reports from the Army of the Potomto 
say the rebels have manoeuvred their troops 
in a r 'aimer which seems to augnr an attack 
upon our rear. From last accoants Hill's 
rori ■ was messing round our left, with the in- 
tention, military men say, of getting in our 
rear. 

On Tneeday morning tbe rebels made a de- 
monstration on tbe Jerusalem road, apparent- 
ly for the purpose of attacking our troops; 
but, being confronted by ample force, ehanged 
tbtlr design.

A special despatch to the World, dated 
Washington, 14'h inst, Bay* the rebel columns 
have continued their retreat toward the up- 
per Potamac fords since tbe abandoment of 
the position they held In frontof Washington; 
and some of Iheir force* are reported a* having 
crossed into Virginia. It is thought that this 
indicates that their main army are diaDosed to 
make a stand between Rockrille and Pooles- 
ville, and either accept battle or cover the 
crossisg o» tbeir vast quantities of supplies, 
while our forces are in close pursuit.

Tbe Herald's special says there are probably 
to-nigbt no rebels in Maryland. This morn- 
ing their rear guard, was at Rockrille, and 
sufficient time has elapsed since to enable 
ibem to saiely recross the Po'omao.

*K# Penney vania and Maryland have been 
largely reinforced by hundred-day men from 
New York, New Jersey, and other Statei 
Now that tho danger of iivasion baa pafl3ed 
away, these forces should not be disbanded, 
bnt they should march to tho aid of General 
Grant in a strong column down the Shenan- 
doah Valley to the great railroads of Virginia, 
which mnst be cut off from furnishing sup- 
plies to Lee's army. The rebel General has 
found out by this time that Grant cannot be 
enticed away from his position south of the 
James river, but he has been able to collect 
all his outlying forces and concentrate them 
for this raid. There were strong detachments 
on the Shenandoah and all along the Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee railroad, which, after 
the defeat ot Sigel and the filling back 
Of General Hunter, were left free for 
operations in the direction of Harper's 
Ferry, and they took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity, led by Ewell, Breckinridge, Rosier, 
Imboden, Hoseby, and others. They are now 
on their retreat, loaded with plunder and 
embarrassed by tho quantity of cittle they 
have driven off. They should be followed 
promptly, aad the valley of the Shenandoah 
completely blocked to prevent a repetition of 
any predatory excursion, while the movement 
would effectually guard Washington and Bal- 
timore from any operations sn their Hani's 
The hundred day men now In the field, with 
the forces of Hunter, Wallace, Sigel, and oth- 
ers, can readily accomplish this and give mist 
material aid to Grant in his operations be- 
fore Richmond. The New York E?en ng 
Post says that General Grant informed h 
War Department more than ten days in ad- 
vance of the fact that Lee had sent troops into 
the valley to cross the Potomac and do what 
damage they could in Pennsylvania and Ma- 
ryland. But our Lieutenant-General of course 
knew at the same time that Lse hoped this 
movement might induce him to detach troops 
to guard the Potomac, and of course he did 
not fall into the trap. He never stopped hi* 
own work for an iastant, bnt depended upon 
the menaced States to protect themselves. 
When Gen. Grant has once earthed his game 
he can never be coaxed or frightened away 
from it, and he will stick to Petersburg and 
Richmond until they are conquered. The 
most material aid that can be offered to him 
in the prosecution of this work is the move- 
ment we have suggested. A hundred 
thousand men can be sent acro3s the Po- 
tomac, and down upon all the lines of 
railroad communication with Richmond. 
This will enable Grant to attend to Lee's 
sources of supply to the south of the beleaguered 
rebel capital, and in a very short time isolate 
it. We hope this golden opportunity for end- 
ing the Virginia campaign, most efficiently 
and gloriously, will not be neglected. It 
would be a terrible blunder to permit the mil- 
itia ef the Northern States to return to their 
homes without striking one blow. Let them 
all be massed and put under the command of 
Gen. "Baldy" Smith, who is conversant with 
all the plans of Gen. Grant, and if he does 
not give a good account of himself before the 
month Is closed, we very much mistake the 
qualities of that officer, and the character of 
the sturdy militia men whom he would lead. 
The rebels can be pressed by largely superior 
forces from the East, the West, and the North 
and driven far enough away from Washing- 
ton to enable its denizens to recognize the 
fact that "the capital is safe," and thus breathe 
more freely. 

Parson Brownlow on Andy Johnson. — As 
Paresn Brownlow is the leading supporter of 
the Administration in Tennessee, it may 
amuse and interest some of our readers to see 
what be thought of the Republican candidate 
for the Vice Presidency a few years ago. We 
quote a little of what the Parson said, but 
certainly we do not indorse it We can nei- 
ther affirm nor gainsay it. The redoubtable 
Parson held forth thus: 

He (Johnson) is a member of a numerous 
family ot Johnsons, in North Carolina, who 
are generally thieves and liars, and though 
he is the best of the family I have ever met 
with, 1 unhesitatingly affirm to-night that 
there are better men than Andrew Johnson in 
our penitentiary I His relatives in the Old 
North State have stood in the stock) for crimes 
they have committed. And his own born 
cousin, Madison Johnson, was hung ,; Raleigh 
for murder and robbery ! • • • Is he not 
the last man living to talk about respectabil- 
ity on the part of any one? Certainly be is. 

We don't think that anything could induce 
as to write thus about the family of any can- 
didate for office, whatever we might think 
proper to say about himself. And, though we 
hope we are a praying man, we 'don't believe 
that, while praying to God, we could pray at 
any poor mortal as the good Parson prayed at 
Andy Johnson in his church at Knoxville in 
the latter part of November, 1855. The holy 
man of the Lord is recorded as having ad- 
dressed the Author of all things in a prayer 
not set down in any of the books of prayer 
known at present, so far as we are aware, in 
the United States. This was his ejaculation: 

To thy wa'chtul providence, 0! most merciful 
God, we are indebted for all our mercies, and 
not any work or merit of ours; for many of 
us entered the scramble to elevate to the execu- 
tive chair of the State the present incumbent 
(ADdrew Johnson), with a perfect knowledge 
that be had abused thy Son, Jesus (Jurist our 
Lord, on the floor of the State Senate, as a 
swindler, advocating unlawful interest. We 
knew that be voted in Uougress against offer- 
ing prayers to Thee. We knew that he had 
opposed the temperance, which is the cause of 
God and of ail mankind. We knew that he 
had vilified the Protestant religion. • • • 
Yet men w - re the party ties, O! most mighty 
God, that we went into the support of our 
Infidel Govibnob blind. 

Meicy on us! We cannot help fancying 
that some preachers can pray worse than 
others can curse. It is, we presume, in vain 
to think of asking the Lord what he thought 
of the representations his good shepherd of 
Souls made to him about the black sheep An- 
dy Johnson. If the pious shepherd thinks 
proper now to make Andy a bell-wetner of 
his flock, be can say in his next prayer that 
he was mistaken in 1855 and beg the Lord 
not to remain deceived by what, in the holy 
and raging fervors of his soul, he stated at that 
time. The Parson will make it all right in 
his next prayer, we dare say.

The Press, according to our prediction, 
yesterday renewed its tirade against 
Governor Brasnlette, separating the instal- 
ment of the day into two parts. The first part 
is downright nonsense. We accordingly 
pass by it 

The second part, though quite as sea9eles: 
as the first, is not unworthy of notice. We 
give below the material portion of it: 

While thrse real obsta*les were interpose-l, prevent- 
ing ns from obtaining volunteers, a class of meu over 
tbe St.to who contributed, nothing but pro 'onions of 
« xtreme loyalty for the defence of the conntry, and 
who crawl ou thi ir bellies to iicK the foot of . *wn- 
lut being ignorant of the fact that the six months' 
men were being raised by authority from their Maettr. 
raised tbe hue and cry against it, and discoaraie-l, by 
all means in their power, enlistments for the six 
mouths' service. 

The above paragraph we fiad in Governor 
Bramlette's letter to Colonel Wolford, pub- 
lished in Wednesday's Journal, and it is about 
us mean and little a thing as we have seen for 
njany a day. The Governor evidently means 
io charge somebody with some sort of wrong 
doiDg; aDd, as he has not the m-tnliness to do 
so directly, he does it by insinuation, and the 
meanest sort of insinuation at that. Tha Gov- 
ernor says: "A class ot men over the State wao 
contributed nothing but professions *f extreme 
loyalty for the defeace of the country, . . 
discouraged, by all means in their power, en- 
listments for tbe six mouths' service." Here 
is a direct and positive charge of the most ma- 
lignant character against a class of men that 
exist somewhere in theState(butthe Govern- 
or doesn't tell u$ where), without a single iota 
of proof to sustain it We demand of Gov- 
ernor Bramlette *1 point out these men, for if 
his charges are true they ought at onco to be 
arrested or driven from the State. It the Gov- 
ernor is honest, and believes his own state- 
ments, he can name the traitors he describes. 
Governor, we demand tbe names, the names — 
the NAMES of those persons whom you de- 
nominate "a class of men." 

If the Press will allow us, we will very 
cheerfully give the "names" it demands 
of Governor Bramlette. 

We cannot admit, however, that the lan- 
guage of Governor Bramlette is by any means 
vague or ambiguous. Oa the contrary, we 
look upon the Governor's language as re- 
markably distinct and unequivocal. We dare 
say even the Press is at no loss to comprehend 
the language. It contains in fact a very 
striking definition of the Administration fu- 
glemen in tbe State. This is the "class" in 
question. 

Now for the "names." Aad, first, we 
name the Press itself, which "raised the hue 
and cry" against enlistments under the Gov- 
ernor's call in such terms as these: 

It cannot be disguised, that a large portion 
of the loyal men of Kentucky look upon the 
State authorities with a very jealous, if not a 
suspicious feeling. Without any apparent 
emergency to justify such a procedure, with- 
out any appearance eitQer of imminent or 
even approaching danger, reposing, in fact, 
under the ic^is ot the national protection, the 
people of Kentucky are startled by a proc- 
lamation tor ten thousand troops, to be 
raised either by volunteering or by 
draft. It tbe Governor had confined his 
prcclamatory blast to a call for volunteers, 
tbe thing would have been harmless enough, 
but when he announces that be will mike a 
draft for his demand, the people of the Com- 
monwealth are justly roused, and they de- 
mand, and are determined to know, some- 
thing of this extraordinary proceeding. The 
myBtical drapery of the whole affiir is not 
calculated to allay the disquiet of tbe public 
micd. 

There can be no better testimony to the fact 
that tbe people do not feel that any great ap - 
proaching calamity is at hand, nor that they 
realize tbat the Ccmmonwealth is in peril, 
than is found in the bollowness of tbe public 
response to the Governor's demand for vol- 
unteers. There is, in fact, no volunteering in 
aDy part of the State that indicates any feel- 
ing of peril on the part of the people. 

Not only this, but the slowness of enlist- 
ments under the Governor's call actually form- 
ed a subject of exultation and of mockery to 
tbe Press, which thus taunted His Excellency: 
We are inclined to tbe opinion, from what 
we hear from every quarter, that Governor 
Bramlette's militia hare earned the title of 
"Reserved Troops." They are so reserved 
in their military manners, that we never bear 
of any of their military deeds. Tney do not 
even handle "corn-stalks." 

We will give one other name. A 
member of the "class" in question, who regu- 
larly contributes letters on "Kentcckv Poli- 
tics" to the columns of the Cincinnati Gsz )tte, 
which styles him "Oob Kentucky: Contbibo- 
tor," thus "raised tbe hue and cry" against 
enlistments under the Governor's call: 

There are two movements going on iu Ken- 
tucky, looking to the raising of troops. The 
one is being prosecuted by Bramlette, Liud- 
sey, Wolford, and copperheads generally, with 
little or no success; the other is being pushed 
forward by some of the Provost Marshals, 
with great success. Wolford has announced 
aiudetermination to have a free vote iu Ken- 
tucky this fall, or a fight Hi did this in a 
copperhead convention at Louisville, and 
was loudly applauded by tbat body. Some 
of its members since the meeting have an- 
nounced that a free vote is what ths copper- 
heads are determined to have. They boldly 
say that the polls shall be opea to all, or there 
will be a fight. Gov. Bramlette had tendered 
tbe President 10,000 six months' troops, and 
they bad been accepted. He tried to raise 
them by volunteering, but failed. Just upon 
the htels of that copperhead convention, 
whicb tickled him with a recommendation for 
Vice- President, ae authorizes a man (Wolford) 
who bad been dismissed from tbe United S'.ates 
service, to raise a regiment of those troops. 
The copperhead organ, the Louisville Journal, 
applauds the act ot tbe Governor, and says 
Woifoid is tbe man to place over the 10,000 
men, and urges as one of his qualifications for 
tbat position, tbat he is in favor of a free vote in 
Kentucky, i. e. of rebels voting. Another cop- 
perhead journal, which also favors a free vo.e, 
in noticing the act of Governor Bramlette ap- 
pointing Wolford to that command after his 
bold assertion that he would meet the bayo- 
nets which would attempt to prevent a free 
elec.ion with bayonets, remarks that the ap 
poislment by Wollord is a significant one It 
is a significant one, and Union men would do 
well to poBder and act on its significance. 
Governor Bramlette knows that tbe six 
months' men he can raise will be mus- 
tered into the United States service. 
He also knows that Wolford ctsnot and 
will not be mustered in as colonel of a 
regiment. He also knows that Union 
men will not volunteer under Wolford, and 
tbat bis regiment will be composed of cop- 
perhead]. But the Governor is authorized by 
a State, law to raise State troops, and had $5,- 
000.000 appropriated to subsist and pay tbosa 
troops. Wollord will try tj raise a regiment 
Tbey can be used UBderthe pretence of clear- 
ing tbe State of guerillas, and be ready to re- 
sist the United Slates authorities if they un- 
dertake to enforce the State law which for- 
bids rebels voting. This, then, is the signifi- 
cance of Wolford s commission to raise troops. 
Wollord will not be allowed to go into the 
United States service. He can go into the 
State service. Now, coupling this with his 
assertion to meet bayonets with bayonets at 
the November election in favor of a full 
vote, it does look very much like he was get- 
ting ready under tbe commission of Governor 
Bramlette lor tbat work. What does Gover- 
nor Bramlette mean by giving a man authority 
to raise troops, when he knows that that mm 
cannot be mustered into the United S'atei 
service, if those troops are to be used as United 
S'.ates troops. If the Governor is a conserva- 
tive, he is not such a fool as not to know 
what he is aboHt. The Governor well 
knows also, that Wolford has mids terri- 
ble threats. He also knows that the cop- 
perhead party indorse those threats; and 
he further knows that Wolford is brave, 
daring, and rash enough to attempt to carry 
out those threats, if be could get his party 
to back him by volunteeriag. Thus we had 
preparations being mide right under the noses 
of tbe Federal authorities, for a resistance to 
a State law and those who would enforca that 
8tate law. H ave onr people forgotten Back- 
ner and his State Guard, when they so calmly 
look upon this movement? Does it meanaiy 
good to the Union cause to place Colonel Wol- 
ford at tbe head ot Kentucky troops? Uaion 
men, you have no time to lose in this matter. 
These things require explanation. In such 
times as these such acts, controlled by such 
men, portend nothing but harm to Union 
men. But, again. Gov. Bramlette has no au 
tbority to draft troops for the United States 
service, be tbey six months' or six years' 
troops. He is authorized to draft troops for 
State service,and tbe money is appropriated for 
their pay and equipment. Yet the Governor 
has declared his intentioa to drat 10,000 six 
months' troops. Again, the Northwestern 
States, which offered troops, tendered them 
for three months only. Pennsylvania is pre- 
paring her State militia for three mon'h*' 
service^ The President called for three 
months' troops trom N«w Jersey and Mary- 
land, but our Governor wants six months' 
troops. But a service of six months would 
lnclnde the mooth of November, io tbe firs; 
part of which occurs the election at which 
the copperheads declare they will have a 
free election or a fight Tnese thingi look 
very suspicious, so suspicions that Union 
men have no confidence in this raising of 
these troops uader such leaders, with suca dv 
clartd intentions. There will be trouble in 
K< mucky if these troops are raised and bead-id 
by Ool Wolford. Let Gov. Bramlette ex 
plain what he means by raising six months' 
• mops, when all o:her States are raising three 
months' men; and let biro also exoliin why 
be gave Col. Woltbrd power to raise a regi - 
ment it these troops »re going into the UniM 
State* service Lot him also exp'ain why ii 
was that troops ra'aad by undouoted Union 



mtn were not received, even af-er the men 
bsd been mustered into the United States ser- 
vice for six months by a Colonel of the militia. 
But the Government if we mistake no', 
does not want these six month)' troops now. 
It is raising In Kentucky twice 10 006 
three years' troops, and it is getting them, 
too, in a rush. At one point — Camp Nelson 

the recruits number about 100 per day, and 

still tbey come. The fever for volunteering 
among the negroes is fast approaching its 
height Many under the age and many over 
tbe rge are seeking to enlist, while those 
between the ogee are coming in a continual 
stream. The negro women and negro girls, 
emulating the weaker sex in rebeldom, refuse 
to rpeak to or turn in their dances those who 
will not go "fight mit Sigel." If this move- 
ment continues to spread and deepen (and 
it has every appearance of so doiDg), in 
a month from this time the Government will 
have more than 10,000 volunteers from this 
State for three years or during the war. For 
this reason we do not believs tho Governmeat 
dow wants the six months' troops tendered 
by Gov. Bramlette, and we believe that it 
will revoke the Governor's authority to raiie 
them, especially when it sees what officers he 
is putting over them. Gov. Bramlette will 
then have to raise them as State troops. If he 
attempts to do eo wo do not believe that tie 
Union men of the State will submit to it. 
They want no State troops headed by such 
copperhead officers as Wolford. People of 
Kentucky, you will do well to ponder these 
things seriously. Look to your own firesides 
and the peace of your State. 

Further specification is unnecessary. We 
have given "names" enough. The Press, and 
tbe Kentucky Contributor to the Gazette, are 
fair representatives of their "class;" nay, 
tbey are in this particular fair representa- 
tives of their entire faction. The Kentucky 
abolitionists as a body discouraged enlist- 
ments under the Governor's call. They all 
acted in the spirit of the Press and of the Ken* 
tucky Contributor to the Gazette. In short, 
they all joined in the "hue and cry" against 
the call. 

Our duty is done. We have answered the 
demand the Press makes of Governor Bram- 
lette. We have pointed out the men to whom 
the Governor refers. The Press says, that, if 
"Aw charges art true, THES" OUGHT AT 
ONCE TO BE ARRESTED OR DRIVE!* 
FROM THE STATE." We have shown that his 
charges are true. Our duty, as we have said, 
is done. We now give way to General Bur- 
btidge, trusting that tbe General willdojus- 
tica in the spirit of mercy, especially "tem- 
pering the wind to the shorn lamb" — the 
iamb, we mean, that has got shorn by going 
after wool. 

fSf An association exists in the South 
west, and probably has its ramifications else- 
where, called "Defenders of tbe Monree Doc- 
trine." In New Orleans its members have 
been engaged in recruiting for the Mexi an 
army; and for this infringement of our neu- 
trality lawe several were arrested, among 
tbem Lieut. Col. James Dugan, of the Mexican 
army, formerly captain in the 14th Illinois, 
Captain Grosvenor, his Assistant Adjutant 
General, Msjor Selby, and Quartermaster 
Maury, of the 1st Mexican volunteer regimeat. 
At the quarters of Col. Dugan the following 
documents were found : 

bladqcabtebs, recbuitino rendezvous, 
1st Reoiuint Mexican Vuluntek&s, New 
Obleans, June 1, 1864. — To all whom these 
presents may come, greeting: Know yon that 
Frank Hamilton Coupland, having been duly 
examined and found qualified, I, J imi ' Du 
can, by authority vested in me by his Excel- 
lency Juan N. Cortinas, Governor of the Slate 
of Tnmaulipas, republic of Mexico, for and in 
behalf of the people of Mexico, do commission 
FraDk Hamilton Coupland to rank captain 
1st regiment Mexican volunteers. 

He is therefore carefully to discharge the 
duties of said office r~ performing all things 
thereunto belonging; and he is to obey all 
such oiders and directions as be shall receive 
from time to time from his commanding offi- 
cer. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the great seal of State to 
be affixed. J4.MES DUGAN, 

Lieut Col. Mexican Army. 
Done at the city of New Orleans, Louisiana, 

this day of , ia the year of our 

Lord, one thousand eight hundred and six- 
ty-four. 

New Obleans, , 1861. 

Do you solemnly swear that you will never 
breathe a word ot the conversation that occurs 
between ns in this interview? And, farther, 
that you will never speak, write, or print any- 
thing tbat would indict or cause to bs indict- 
ed, aDy person that is going to Mexico iu this 
expedition. So help you God. 

It is said that over one hundred recruits had 
been obtained, many of whom were deserters 
from tbe Union army. On arriving at 
Matamoras, they were to be furnished trans- 
portation to join the army of Cortinas. After 
the discovery of this recruiting rendezvous, 
General Bowen, Provost Marshal of New Or- 
leans, received Information that forty persons 
had taken passage on a steamer from Browns- 
ville to join Cortinas. The vessel was de- 
tained and the parties arrested. The cargo 
was searched, but nothing of a contraband 
character was found, and the passengers were 
liberated, as no case could be made out to jus- 
tify their detention. 

tST The amnesty of President Lincoln and 
the oath nnder which returned rebels are al- 
lowed to remain among ns do not restore their 
citizenship of tbe State of Kentucky, if disa- 
bility had attached to them nnder the law of 
Kentucky, of March 11, 1862. That law 
definitely enacts that any citizen who from 
the time it went into effect, which was 
April 10, 1862, thirty days after the pas- 
sage, 6ball enter the civil or military service 
of the so-called Confederate States or the 
Provisional Government of Kentucky, or 
who, having previously been in such service, 
shall continue in arms or give volnntary ai l 
and assistance to those in arms against the 
military forces of the United States or the 
State of Kentucky, shall be deemed to have 
expatriated himself, and shall no longer be a 
citizen nor again become a citizen except 
by the permission of the Legislature by 
special or general statute. No one who 
suffers under this disability can exercise 
any constitutional or legal right of citizen- 
ship, such as running for office or voting at 
elections, without negativing the expatriation 
on oath, or, in other words, swearing that he 
has not been in the rebel service in any capa- 
city, directly or indirectly, or given voluntary 
aid and assistance to tbe rebellion and its 
aiders and abettors since the 10th April, 1862. 
The amnesty of the President may restore 
rights in tbe United States courts to those who 
accept pardon under it but no one who has 
forfeited his citizenship of Kentucky can be 
restored to ench citizenship except by enact- 
ment of the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth. The amnesty of the President 
relieves the returned rebel or rebel aider and 
abettor from the interference of the Federal 
forces so long as he conducts himself as a 
peaceful and loyal citizen; but the civil rights 
which he volnntarily cast away, and the citi- 
zenship which he repudiated and forfeited by 
treason or misprison of treason, can never be 
restored to him except through tbe grn.ee of 
the executive and legislative powers of the 
State. 

USy-The British Amy and Navy Gazette 
edited by Russell, formerly correspondent of 
tbe London Times, says the sinking of the Al- 
abama has proved the superiority of the Dahl- 
gren gun over the Blakely, with which the 
rebel craft was armed ; thinks that the con- 
duct of the Deerhound involves grave consid- 
erations, which require inquiry and satisfac- 
tory explanation; and censures the proposition 
of Admiral Anson to present Semmes with a 
sword, as likely to increase tbe bitterness of 
the American people toward the English. 
The London Telegraph, a paper which has 
ever been friendly to the Union, is still more 
severe against the sword presentation scheme. 
It says there is nothing heroio in Semmes, 
whose business has been "to pounce down 
npon the unarmed and defenceless traders of 
the North, and to make himself scarce when 
any ol their heavy war ships hove in sight." 
The collection of guineas for Semmes by 
Britieh officers is simply mischievous and 
meddlesome, and, says the Telegraph, "we 
should be neither displeased nor surprised to 
hear that they had received, in their capacity 
as servants of the public, an official rap upon 
the knuckles for their pains. We wish half- 
pay commanders and Admirals had some busi- 
es*, ot their own to mind, and would let 
iter people's alone." 



ttW The New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser publishes copious accounts from all parts 
of the Union in reference to agricultural pros- 
pects, and from their showing it says this 
year's crops will be amply sufficient to meet 
the wants of the army and the people, and fill, 
to a certain extent, any foreign demand that 
may be made upon us. Owing to the in- 
creaEed amount of foreign labor and capital 
turied into agricultural channels, and the 
large harvests realized, onr exports of grain 
since the 1st of September have been much 
less than that of tho previous few years. Only 
147,109 bushels, of corn, for instance, have 
been shipped against 5,013,875 for last year. 
But if we are to b6lieve our European agri- 
cultural journals, fresh demands will be made 
upon us this year for breadstuffo. A lsog 
drouth and severe changes in the weather 
have impaired the cereals in England, while 
prices have risen in France from fears of the 
wheat crop. The Mark Lane Express says: 
"The re-establishment of the blockade of tho 
Baltic ports by tbe Danes, if it takes place, 
will not be without its effect npon the wheat 
liade. As the issue of the deliberations of 
the Conference become more dubious (since 
adjourned sine die) and European markets 
seem closing upon us by higher values, we 
may soon be left to our own resources, and 
what America can afford to da for aft." 

Ugy-The Richmond Dispatch is very indig- 
nant because the British Government will not 
come to tbe rescue of Edward A. Pollard, the 
Richmond Editor, who was captured on the 
blockade runner Greyhound under the Brit- 
ish flag and is now in Fort Warren. The 
Dispatch will not be so sensitive iu relation to 
the recent act of the yacht Deerhonnd, but in 
reference to Pollard's case it thinks that this 
is the most disgraceful period of British histo- 
ry, when "a Yankee pirate might go into a 
private house in Liverpool and walk off with 
any Confederate whom he may happen to find 
there, and Earl Russell will not dare to com- 
plain," and in its torrent of invective it de- 
clares that "tbe British flag, even upon the high 
seas, affords no protection against Yankees." 
The Dispatch is so blinded by passion that it 
cannot see the difference between "a private 
house in Liverpool" and a smuggling vesse', 
or a legally trading ship and a blockade run- 
ner. The Grevhonnd when it attempted to 
rnn the blockade forfeited the protection of 
tbe flag it carried.

GOIRILLAB IN UIADICOUNTT — A MtJRDKa- 

ocs Attack— Thi Eillid and Wocndkd. 
Oapt. Ashcraft, of the 2i)th Kentucky volun- 
teer infantry, with a small detachment of bis 
iment, numbering twenty men, on thi 
10th instant, was bushwhacktd by a party of 
guerillas in Meade county, about eight miles 
south of Brandenburg. The guerillas were 
concealed in the woods, fifty yards from the 
road. They permitted the advauc -juard to 
pass them unmolested, but, when the 
main body came up, they fired a mur- 
derous Tolley into the expoaod ranks 
with telling effect. Lieutenant Sam- 
uel Jones, of the 12th Kentucky infantry, 
who accompanied the expedition, was in- 
stantly killed, and Oapt. Ashcraft, and pri- 
vates Davie and Cannon, were severely 
wounded. The injuries of the latter are sup- 
posed to be mortal. Twelve horses were 
killed and wounded by the discharge of fire- 
arms; the others, being fresh animals, never 
before under fire, became terribly frightened 
and wholly unmanageable. In spite of the 
efforts of the riders to control them, they made 
a hasty stampede from the scene of disaster. 
As scon &£ the guerilla band had accomplished 
their fiendish purpose, they mounted their 
horses and fled from the locality. It is pre- 
eumcd that they .'eared a superior Federal 
force might be sent against them, overpower 
and visit the summary punishment upon them 
that they so richly deserved. The body of 
Lieutenant Jones and the wounded men were 
removed by their friends to Brandenburg. 
The balance of the party, with the exception 
ef private Crouch, who is siill missing, ar- 
rived at the town during the nieht. The 
death of Lieutenant Jones is much to be re- 
gretted. He wss a young, daring, and fear- 
less officer. He had returned a short time 
before from the command of General Scho- 
field, with whom he bad served with distin- 
guished bravery in the East Tennessee and 
Georgia campaigns. He was attacked with a 
violent fever, and returned to Eentucky to 
recruit his weakened system. He had not 
fully recovered from the attack when he vol- 
unteered to accompany Captain Ashcraft s 
scout and render such assistance in bis power 
to exterminate the guerilla bands from his 
native cpunty. He was one of the vic- 
tims^ef the murderous assault. He fell 
brave men love to fall — in the 
service of his country. He tell, not by 
the hands of a brave foe warring for a 
cause and a principle, but by the dastardly 
shot of tho assassin — the sneaking bush- 
whacker, who is too cowardly to fight in open 
coEflict Let our cavalry scour 11 eade coun- 
ty, hunt down the ccwardly foe, and fearfully 
avenge the murder of so young and daring aa 
tfficcr. It is useless to disguise the fact that 
Eentucky swarms with guerilla bands. The 
counties bordering on the OjIo river are those 
chosen for the mere extensive operations of 
the guerilla hordes. The peculiarity of the 
country, affording them such admirable re- 
treats when hotly pursued, ia thought to be 
the chief reason why the Ohio border is m»de 
the theatre of their operations. We req iire 
a larger force of cavalry in that section. The 
citizens should serve as guides for our scout- 
ing parties. The disloyal portion are gener- 
ally advised as to the secret haunts and the 
movements of the guerilla gangs. Force 
this information from them — place them in 
the advance of our scouts — and we feel confi- 
dent that our operations will be marked with 
greater success. The evil is a desperate one, 
and we wiil have to resort to desperate means 
to crush it out. We understand that a force 
ample thoroughly to purge the border of the 
outlaw bands will soon be sent into Meade 
and Owen counties. This will prove joyous 
news indeed to the peace and order-loving 
citizens of our State. 



A Sad Accident— Jessi on a Seedaddlr. 
A fatal accident happened to Thomas Simp- 
son, of company B, 12th Ohio cavalry, near 
Pleasureville, yesterday evening. Ha was de- 
tailed as a guard for the down train on the 
"kfort railroad. As the cars were nearing 
the^tace where the guerillas had fired into 
the train on the previous evening, young Simp- 
son was standing on the platform of one of 
the rear coaches, and, observing two contra- 
bands waving their hands as if signalling that 
danger was ahead, he attempted to pass 
around the cars and inform Lient.

The Lieutenant took a Henry rifla with him 
and fled also. The hors>q attached to the am - 
bolance immediately too* fright, and hod 
gone but a few rods, when i u . safe fell out on 
the ground, when the marftut<, r8 dismounted, 
one of them exclaiming: •• 1I«.» is what we 
are after 1" 

They at once threw down their guns, and 
were about helping themselves to tie, money, 
when the Lieutenant, who, with the Paymas- 
ter, was secreted in some bushes near by, fired, 
and wounded one of the men. A con«ade 
immediately went to his assistance, when a 
second shot brought him to the ground a 
corpse. The others then fled without securing 
any booty. The horses attached to the ambu- 
lance were soon after caught, and the safe 
taken to Nashville without loss. The game 
band stole several horses in the vicinity, and 
captnred a planter named Anderson, who 
lives near Lavergne, took his watch, money, 
bone, and clothing, giving him in return for 
the latter an old, dilapidated suit worn by one 
of the men, and then released him. They 
were, however, soon afterwards so nearly 
overtaken that they were compelled to aban- 
don their stolen horses.

To carry out 
this plan of health-seeking to the fullest ex- 
tent It ehould be arranged to go far from hu- 
man habitations, and "rough it," campingout 
every night for weeks together, all the while 
die missing business from the mind, and allow- 
ing it to feast on the beauties of nature and 
the gocduessof our great Father, as exhibited 
in all that meets the eye. 

As to girls and women, especially those 
wbo are burdened with family cares at home, 
or weighed down with that greater load, fash- 
ionable life, the better plan is to avoid all 
watering- places, and away from all steamboat 
and railroad commnnlcation.seek in some quiet 
nook, in a plain, tidy farm-honse, that repose 
for mind and body which is so imperatively 
needed. A place ehould be sought where there 
are literally "no other boarders," except the 
members of your own family, and where there 
is no pretension in the household to dresj and 
ceremony; where the only law is that of an 
honest kindness.

From Morsan County, Wrstrrn Virginia. 
—Senator Bechtol, Robert Finn, Prosecuting 
Attorney, and T. M. Shives, Esq., who were 
captured oy a band of Imboden's men ander 
0 Ferrell, on the l'.nh of March last, at Bath, 
Western Virginia, have been reloased on pa- 
role, ard arrived home. Delegate Wheat, one 
of tbe captured party, was also released and 
is in Washington. 

On Tuesday, July 7th, the rebel Gen. Smith 
entered Bath with 2000 men, and remained 
for two days. Every Union house was pillag- 
ed, and the rebels carried away all tbe cloth- 
ing they could lay their hands on. Maraud- 
ing parties scoured the county and carried 
away a large number of horses. The clerk's 
office at Bath was broken into and most of 
the county records destroyed. 

On Wednesday, the rebel chieflan O' Fer- 
rell, with about three hundred men, marched 
to this place for the purpose of destroying 
the railroad property. He was opposed by 
Captain Dean, company K, 1531 Ohio, and 
fifty men, who were stationed in their rifle- 
pits on the Maryland side. The rebels sn> 
ceeded in burning the telegraph office, and 
made an effort to burn the place, bat were 
prevented by the gallant Ohioans, whose 
well-directed shots brought down the rebel 
torch- bearers. After the li<ht had pro- 
gressed for four hours, a train with an iron 
clad car attached to it came in, and the 
recels, under the impression that it was a 
train loaded with Government stores, 
rusted down the hill pell-mell to capture 
It. As they reached it they received a broad- 
side, and hastily retreated, swearing that a 
"d — d old railroad car shot at them." They 
were pursued by our troops, and left the eonity 
of Morgan in a hurry. 

O' Ferrell was elected Clerk of Morgan 
county when but eighteen years old, aod an 
orphan, dependent on his own exertions for a 
support. A generous people whose sympa- 
thies were enlisted in his behalf, and, almost 
for the first time in his'ory, elected to a re- 
sponsible offi e a mere boy, are now being 
repaid for their disinterested kindness by 
being robbed of their horses and driven from 
tteir homes to seek re'oge in the m ountains. 

At tbe session of the New York Board of

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" 0 ive me liberty or give me death / '—the n o - 
ble sentiment which inaugurated the Ameri- 
can Revolution, was also the controlling prin 
ciple whilst inaugurating our nationality nn- 
der the safeguard of the Federal Constitution. 

Hence, the great care to prevent consolida- 
tion as the death doom of liberty. 

Hence, the reservation "to the States or the 
people of all power not delegated;" and the 
refusal to delegate any not deemed Indispen- 
sable for national purposes, leaving much th • 
larger amount of all governmental poweri 
with the separate States, including its con- 
trol of all domestic relations, tho control of 
their elections, and the control of their militia 
through the appointment of militia officers. 

Hence, the subdivision of the power grant- 
ed among three separate bodies of magistra- 
cy, neither of which was to exercise any power 
given to the others— one to make, anotoer to 
adjudicate, and the third to execute the law. 

Hence, the guarantee that "the trial of all 
crimes, except in cases of impeachment, shall 
be by jury : also the guarantee of the sacred 
privilege tf tht writ of habeas corpus, of the

TLis it wa3 hoped and believoi 
would preserve the .Jaw in constant suprem t- 
cy, at all times and under all circumstances. 
As the organizer, if not the very creator, ol 
our nf.ionrlity, the Constitution would have 
peculiar claims to popular reverence and at- 
lection. As the great law of the nation's own 
making, as our great national compact, as the 
great national compact of a nation of free- 
men, defining their rights and duties toward 
each other and all the duties of patriotism to- 
ward a common country, as the great conser- 
vator of the nation's liberty, it would be enti- 
tled to receive, and, aa it was confidently 
believed, would receive, the nation's unstinted 
reverence and love. All know the ..j; „• i > 
of this. All knew that where law ceases 
tyranny begins; that there can be no life for 
liberty bnt in tbe unceasing supremacy of the 
law. But it was also shown, by the practical 
men who framed the government, that mere 
feelings of affection, mere sense of duty, were 
net always sufficient to keep men in obedi- 
ence to any written law, however sacred 
and important. It was not deemei suf- 
ficient by precept and example to teach 
that the Constitution should always be 
viewed as the American holy of ho- 
liu, as the consecrated depository, the only 
safeguard of the nation's liberty; it was there- 
fore ordered that its support should be more 
effectually Insured by a solemn oath to be 
taken by all officials, Federal and State. There 
beiDg one officer, wno from the vast extent of 
his power, his peculiar liability to be ■: :: i- 
enced by bad passions aad sinister personal 
inducement, was tbe object of peculiarly jeal- 
ous dread, an official oath was required of him 
of eepecial emphasis. The President was re- 
quired solemnly to swear: "I will to the best 
of my ability prrterve, protect, and defend the 
Constitution of the United States." 

This comprehensive oath admits no evasion, 
permits no mental reservation, allows noth- 
ing but implicit obedience. In the earlier 
and better days ef the Republic the imputa- 
tion of a wilful violation of this oath would 
have been deemed as a charge of want of per- 
sonal honor and veracity, as a recreancy to 
the highest duty of patriotism. That man's 
conscience is not a thing to be admired, who 
will take the oath to obtain power and then 
use the power to destroy the Constitution; 
who takes the oath with a mental reservation 
of the right to break it whenever he should 
deem it "indispensable" to use non -granted 
power, substituting his own wisdom and dis- 
cretion for those of tbe nation as to what are 
or are not indispensable; who takes the oath 
and ihen substitutes Disown arbitrary will in 
lieu of law and Constitution; or, who takes 
the oath and then in betrayal of his great 
trust, eubsti'ntes a military despotism for our 
free Republic. 

The excuse of violatiag the Constitution 
for the purpose of preserving it, having no 
possible basis in fact or morality, can only 
serve to justify the worst suspicion as to tbe 
real motive of those resorting to such pretext 
as even an extenuation, much less a justifica- 
tion of their great crime in the violation of 
their official oaths. There is but tbe one only 
mode of preserving the Constitution — that is, 
obedience. All other modes, whatever the 
simulated pretext, are mere treachery. No 
officer is, or ever should be trn9ted, in a gov- 
ernment of constitutional liberty, with dis- 
cretion to disobey tbe Constitution. When 
he usurps such discretion, he usurps discre- 
tion to perpetrate the basest moral treason 
that an officer can commit. If the perpetration 
be by suppressing civil authority through 
the instrumentality of military force, then he 
is gnilty of actual treason, within both the 
letter and spirit of the definition of treason 
as given in the Constitution. Officers cannot 
have a discretion to commit treason, any more 
than citizens can be allowed a discretion to 
commit murder. Whatever the motive for 
either crime, it cannot afford even an extenu- 
ating sanction in tbe eyes of the law. With- 
out regard to the motive, the law mast inex- 
orably treat both as crime. 

As said by tbe Supreme Court in an opinion 
delivered by Chief Justice Marshall: "The 
government of .the United States has been em 
phatically termed a government of law and 
not of men. It will certainly cease to de 
serve this high appellation, if tbe laws furnish 
no remedy tor the violation of a legal right. 
_ • * Is it to be contended that heads of 
departments are not answerable to the laws of 
their country ? • • * If one of the heads 
of department commits an illegal act, under 
color of his office, it cannot be pretended that 
his c ffice exempts him from being compelled 
to obey the judgment of the law." So, also, if 
any executive officer, even the highest, com 
mits crime under color of his office, under the 
pietextof assumed patriotic duty, it cannot be 
pretended that his office exempts him from the 
legal penalty of his crime. Otherwise our 
government "will certainly cease to deserve 
its high appellation." It can be no govern- 
ment of law when officials are allowed a dia 
cretion to violate with impunity that great 
supreme law which was ordained by tbe na- 
tion expressly for their government. If the 
supreme law has no inviolable sanctity with 
even those sworn to its support, the ordinary 
subordinate laws canpet be expected to re- 
ceive the needful moral support from the great 
body of the people. 

Tbe Color ok Birds. — The ptarmigan are 
exactly tbe color of the stones in summer, 
and of the snow in winter, and change their 
color as that of their abiding-place is altered 
The grouse is as nearly the color of the brown 
heather as it is possible for a bird to be; his 
bright eye and red comb are the only discov- 
erable points about bim when he is crouched 
in it. The blackbird's usual haunt is in lo ver 
situations, and he delights in tbe peat moss, 
wbere the ground is nearly as black as his 
own plumage. The partridge and quail are 
exactly similar in color to the dried grass and 
stubble, and the quickest eye can seldom see 
them on tbe ground when crouched and not 
erect or moving about to feed. The phea- 
sant's color nearly resembles the dead leaves of 
the wood or coppice, which are bis favorite 
haunts. The owl sits securely close to the 
trnnk of a forest tree, her mottled brown 
plumage being in color very like the color of 
the bark wbere she is perched. The peregrine- 
fa con, with her blue gray feathers, can scarcely 
be distinguished from the lichen adorned crag, 
wbere she cits tor hours together as mo . • • 
lees as the rock itself. The eagle sits upr.gbt 
on some cliff of the same color as himsel 
huddled up into a ebape which o sly the ex 
pei ienced ey e detects to be that of a bird. T he 
attitudes and figures ot the whole tribe of 
hawks are very striking and characteristic, 
a;,d us unlike as possible to the staffed carte* 
tures which one usually m<ets with, and in 
»bich the ca'urni caree'er of the bird is en 
Uiely lost.— WUket'i Spirit.

Caibo, July 15. 

Tbe steamer Magenta, from Now Orleans 
on tbe 10th and Vicksburp; on the 12th and 
Memphis on the 14th, arrived this evening. 
The Magenta made the trip from New Or- 
leans to Memphis in two days and seventeen 
bonrs. A number of discharged farloughed 
soldiers came upon her. There is little news 
of importance from New Orleans. 

The steamer Evening Star left for New 
York on the morniot; of the 9th with the 
mails and 1,194 bales of cotton and $115 000 
in gold. 

The Picayune, which suspended for a time, 
has resumed publication. Iu publishers ar- 
nounce their intention to support the Ooverc- 
ment of tbe United States, steadily advocating 
all in- h-ct.-s necessary to re-establish its 
authority in all parts of the country. 

Cotton is nearly at a stand-still, notwith- 
standing the liberal receipts. Ordinary $1,10; 
good ordinary $1 31. Some inquiry for sugar 
and molaseee, but little offering and at very 
high prices. Western produce fi rm and steady. 
Flour $9,50 superfine; $ll@$ll,3"i choije su- 
perfine. 

The Vickcburg Herald of the 12'.h says, in 
regard to the late expedition to J-icluou, that 
our forces moved from B'ack P.lver on the 
rooming of the 3H, In command of Qener*l 
Dennis. General Slocum joined the expedi- 
tion at Champion Hills. 

The whole force of the enemy cumbered 
le?? than three thousand. We did not encoun- 
ter any considerable force until tbe 5tb, when 
tbey were found strongly posted on tho east 
bank of tbe creek, thice miles this aide of 
Jackson. A flanking force, under Col. Coats, 
of the 11th Illinois, soon compelled tbem to 
abandon tbe position. Oar forces occupied 
Jackson that night, and, on the following day, 
as our troops were leaving the town, the citi- 
zens climbed to the top of the State-house and 
signalled the rebel cavalry, which were drawa 
up in line of battle north of the toivn, for 
which move they were summarily shot. The 
enemy fiercely attacked our advance in strong 
force, but they were driven back. 

Next morning our rear guard were again 
assaulted near Clinton, but tbe rebels were 
again repulsed, and the ground strewn with 
their dead and wounded. Our entire loss is 
less than one hundred killed, and fifty wound- 
ed and and captured. Forty prisoners and 
some cotton were brought in. 

The railroad from _ Vicksburg to Jackson 
is being repaired raiidly, and communication 
will soon be h«d with the interior of the 
State. 

Brigadier-General E. A. Payne has been 
acsignid to ths command of this district. 
His headquarters will probably be at Padu- 
cab. 

Adjutant-General Thomas is here. 

St. Locis, Jaly 15. 
Tbe steamboat fire this morning wag the 
most disastrous one that has occurred for sev- 
eral years. Tbe E. F. Dix, was valued at$50,- 
000, and insured for $20,500, in St. Louis offi- 
ces; The Cherokee, was valued at $40, ow, and 
supposed to be insured for $25 000 in Cincin- 
nati offices. She arrived from tbe Oaio river 
on Thursday with an assorted cargo, the 
greater portion of which was lost. The Wel- 
come was valued at $75,000, and insured for 
""5,000, She bad eighty tons of government 
stores on board for Fort Randall and ten hun- 
dred and fifty tons of private freight, all of 
which is probably a total Ios3. 

The Glasgow was valued at $80,000, and 
was insured in St, Louis and Cincinnati 
offices for $41,000. She was undergoing re- 
pairs, and had no freight on board. Toe Sun- 
shine was valued at $05,000, and was insured 
for about $40,000. Three hundred bales of 
hemp, several hundred sacks of corn, and a 
lot of miscellaneous freight, which had bees 
discharged from her on Wednesday and were 
still lying on the levee, were also burned. 
Tbe Northerner, which belonged to the North- 
ern Line of packets, was valued at $40,000, 
and was uninsured. 

Tbe origin of the fire is not known, but it 
is believed to be tbe work of an incendiary, 
as the military authorities received several 
despatches last week slating that a number of 
boat-burners were in the city. Two men were 
arrested on suspicion and will have a heiring 
before the Provost Marshal. 

The total loss cannot fall short of half a 
million. Charred remains of a man, suppo- 
sed io be the porter, was found in the hold of 
the Cherokee. 

A despatch from Macon to headquarters 
here says that Hnntsville, Randolph county, 
was robbed ibis morning by guerillas. $75,- 
000 to $100,000 wag stolen, and one citizen 
killed. 

Gen. Onrti8 telegraphs from Fort Leaven- 
worth that onr forces under Col. Ford over- 
took the gang of gnerillas last night at Cam- 
den, Ray county, and routed them, killing 
fifteen, and capturing a large nnmber of arms 
acd ten kegs of powder. 

New York, July 15. 

A special to the Post says it se?m3 to be 
generally conceded that the greater part of the 
rebel force croesed to tbe Virginia side yester- 
day by Nelson's and Edwards's Fords. Our 
forces occupied Pottsville last night. 

Tbe National Intelligencer understands that 
a Major Spencer of the rebel foroes lately de- 
monstrating against Washington embraced 
the opportunity before tbey decamped of ad- 
dressingto one of onr citizens, wbo is a rela- 
tive of Spencer, a latter, in which be states 
that the Confederates crossed the Potomac 
with 8,000 men for the purpose of obtaining 
borees, cattle, and other supplies, and that, 
having accomplished their purpose, they were 
on the march back to Virginia. Only a small 
portion ot these forces appeared in front of 
Washington, while their comrades were col- 
lecting booty for transportation acrass the 
Potomac. 

A Chambersburg despatch states that Im- 
boden, it is believed, was wounded in tbe fight 
witb Hunter, as he has not been seen or heatd 
from in the recent raid. 

New Yobs, Jaly 15. 

There is a rumor in town that Atlanta is 
taken wi'h 8,000 prisoners by Gen Sherman. 

The Richmond Examiner of Saturday says 
a portion of Grant's troops have been sent up 
York river, and were landing at White 
House, and thinks that other portions are left 
at Williamsburg, Yorktown, and Gloucester 
Point. 

The Examiner also says Gen. Grant must 
scon make a movement of some kind, owing 
to certain circumstances to wbich it need not 
refer. 

The steamer lines to Havana and New Or- 
leans have increased their rates of freight and 
passage. 

Washwgtok, July 15. 

An arrival from City Point to-day reports 
that there has been considerable skirmishing 
daring several days past along our lines. The 
rebels yesterday morning fired upon the 
Steamers George Weems and United States, 
from a field battery near Wilson's Landiug. 
The former had a portioa of her stern kno ked 
off, anu three shots paised through the latter. 

Gen. Sheridan has gone on another raid. 

Dp to noon to-day the milit.ry authorities 
here have bad no information other than that 
our lorces are still in pursuit of tho rebels on 
the upper Potomac. 

Washixgtoh, July 15. 

The Atlanta Aappeal of the 4th of July, 
just received here snyi: , 

We are not without hope that reinforce- 
ments may yet come to our aid and give our 
army strength to enable us to drive back 
the invader of our soil. 

The T ans-Mississippi army is now lyin 
idle, with no enemy to annoy it, and there is 
no reason why It might not be transferred to 
the side of the river where its services are so 
much needed. 



New York, July 15, P.M. 
A lot of wool arrived rrom Usui in the 
Hamburg brigs Calzar and Helen, and was left 
on tbe npper end of the pier, to be taken into 
the warehouse occupied by Jackson & Wood- 
luff, at tbe foot of Joraleman street, Brook- 
lyn, and caugbt fire from some unexpected 
cause, and the flames, spreading with unusual 
rapidity along the pier, s>on reached the ware- 
bcuee. This building is 100 feet long by GO 
feet deep, acd was filled with imported goods 
of every description, and, in a short time, the 
building was in fUmce. The pier in front 
was thickly studded with vessels discharging 
'heir goods. Tbo rigging caugbt fire, envel- 
oping tbe vessels in vast sheets of flame. 
There was upwards of $240,000 worth of salt- 
petre in tbe building, wbich ke^t exploding, 
barling bricks, pieces of wood, iron, CO., in 
all directions, giving the neighborhood ot the 
fire the appearance of a battle-field. 

So strong was the force of these explosion? 
that a number of firemen standing on the 
pier were hurled in the water. The windows 
in Atlantic, Court, Montagae, and other 
streets almost a mile off, were broken into frag- 
ments. The windows in the ferry-house of 
Wall street, New Yoik, were shivered into 
atoms, abd all along South street these ex- 
plosions kept on for over two hours, wh;n 
there being nothing mare to exp'ode the fire- 
men could approach the ruins and pour water 
upon them. 

Tbe warehouse was divided into a free s'ore 
and a bonded warehouse. In the southern 
part were stored large quantities of molassee, 
sugar, hides, wool, gin, nitrate of soda, and 
general merchandise. Part of the sugftr acd 
molasses was owned by Messrs. Roche & 
Br ni , and Coffe k Son, and was valued at 
$75,000. In the free store was stored a large 
quantity of guano, owned by tke Peruvian 
government. 

There were also Btorced there gum, hides, 
wool, acd a qaantity of mitlnery goods and 
other mercbandee, aod nitrate of soda. Both 
stores was valued at $21 000. The building 
was owned by Woodruff & Robinson, and 
was destroyed. It was valued at $150,000, 
A large quantity of hides, wool, and stave- 
lying outside the building, were also badly 
damaged; also, the adjoining lumber yard of 
Rose & Sjc. The total Ioes is estimated at 
$700,000. 

New Yobk, Saly 15 
The Commercial's money article says ttul 
Secretary Fessenden has expressed himself fa- 
vorable toward an expedient suggestion by 
tbe banks, avoiding tbe inconvenience of p ly- 
ing subscrsptions to loan in legal tendsrs. 
Tbe suggestion is that instead of tbe Secretary 
druwing directly upon the bantts, he slu'l is- 
sue dra'ts npon the Sub-Treasurer, endorsed, 
fa a' If at bank, or at some oue design- 
ated bank acting in behalf of the asso- 
ciate back. Sach checks would seldem 
require to he cashed, although they 
would be subject to paymeat in greenbacks 
upon presentation; that in most cases they 
wonld be simply deposited without disturb- 
ing their funds. 

The New York Commercial h*s the follom • 
lowing: Governor Carey, of Maine, has te - 
cgrapbed to President Lincoln to send tvo 
gunboats immediately to Costine and Ef. 
port, as there is a raid anticipated from New 
Brnnswick on the frontier. The President, 
it is understood, promptly complied witb the 
3 .vernor's request, and telegraphed to New 
York to have the vessels despatched imme- 
diately. 

San Fbancisco, July 15. 
A correspondent writing from Gaayamo r , 
Mexico, under date of June 25 says that offi- 
cial information has been received there o! a 
conspiracy to seiz one or more of the steam- 
ers on the coast tor privateers, and that a pir- 
ty had been sent from Secesia for that pur- 
pose. Tbe persous indicated are said to be at 
Guayamo?, wbcio Sneps had been taken to 
check them. 

Mozaltoa had not been taken by the French 
on July 4, although a French frigate wa9 off 
the harbor, and bad seized a schooner. The 
defences of the city had been completed, bat 
there were no guns to pat in them. 

PniLADibPtiiA, July 15 
The Nashville Union of the ltd bus besn 
received here. It states that the Union army 
had driven back tbe rebels, and had arrived 
at the fortifications in front of Atlanta. 



Tun Gbeat Screw Fbioate I'aui'anoo- 

bcc. — TbiB sp'ecdid shio, wbich is to be the 
great screw fleet of 18C5, what the Niagara 
was to that of 1855, is now fully under way at 
the Boston navy-yard, and will be in frame 
very soon. Her unusual size and strength 
entitle her to be considered the largest wooden 
man-of-war in the world. She is longer than 
the Persia or Niagara, although not of so heavy 
tonnage as the latter when she was launched. 
The Mersey or the Duke of Wellington, in the 
English navy, does not carry so formidable 
a battery as that designed far her. It will 
coneist of fourteen of the best guns in tbe 
United States service, and it said that none of 
them will be less than 11-inch bore. 



gttVThc Cincinnati Gazatte has thefolioK 
ing correspondence from Gen. Sherman's ar- 
my, bearing date of July 10: 

Lest night Hardee's corps, which wss the 
last portion of tbe rebel army on this side of 
the Chattahcocbie, burnt both tbe railroad 
bridge and tbe wagon road bridge over the 
river and retired to tbe other side.

Tilt's HlSTOUY OF TBI GuiLbOTINI. — A[- 

pended to an account of tbe execution c f r e 
French poisoner, La Pommerais, tbe Par s 
correspondent ot the London Times gives the 
tallowing history of the guillotine, claiming 
to correct former versions: 

Ot tbe origin and history of this famous in- 
strument of punishment, an erroneous idea 
generally prevails. The popular version is 
that it was invented in 1785 by Joseph Igna- 
tius Gnillotin, an eminent physician and dep- 
uty for Paris in the Constituent Assembly. 
This is not correct. Jin instrument, differing 
frcm the guillotine only in its heavy and cum- 
brous conetrnction, already existed in Italy. 
It was known in Genoa by the name of manu- 
aja, and it was by the manuaja that Beitric ■ 
Cenci was beheaded at Rome io 1605. Th • 
"maiden," an instrument not nnlike the goil 
lotine, was long known in Scotlaud, and i 
was employed on tho Regent Morton, who ii 
said to have introduced it. It was used als > 
in Halifax, Yoiksbire, in the reign of Q reen 
Elizabeth. The Duke of Montmorency was 
beheaded at Tolonse in 1G32 with the matmoja 

All that Dr. Guiilotin, who was a man well 
known for his humanity, bad to do with the 
matter, was preparing tbe draft of a law in th-< 
Constituent Assembly, in 1789, to the effect 
tnat the mode of inflating death on criminals 
should be the same lor all alike, without any 
dist notion of nobles or plebians; in fact that 
tl should be nnitorm. Before the revolution 
of 1789 tbe inequality that existed during life 
was n aintaine-a in death; the noble was be- 
headed, the villain hung from the gallowe. 
But the inequality was a trifling grievance in 
comparison with the cruelty wbich accom- 
panied tbe execution. There was tbe stake 
and tuggot for those convicted of sacrilege or 
heresy; the tearing of limb from limb by 
horses for regicide; the breaking on the wheel, 
with tbe additional refinements of barbarity 
for ciimes of other descriptions. 

The bill proposed by Guiilotin was voted, 
acd the Assembly enacted on the 21st Jan- 
uary, 1790, that " in all cases where tbe law 
prooouoced the penalty of death tbe punish- 
ment ehould be the samel whatever might be 
tbe n i up- of ibe crime;" and, moreover, 
"that the criminal should be beheaded by 
means of a simple machine." The same As- 
sembly also introduced in the Penal Code (Oc- 
tober, 1791) this clause: "The penalty of 
death shall consist in the simple taking away 
of life, without the accompaniment of any 
sort whatever of torture; and the convict so 
condembed shall be beheaded." Tae clause 
standa the s» rae at the present d >y. 

Decapitation being thus declared the only 
legal mode of inflicting death, the next step 
was to invent the simplest mechanism and the 
least painful lor the purpose. The Committee 
of Legislation directed Dr. Louis, who was 
then perpetual Secretary of tne Aeademy of 
Surgery, to draw up a report on the best mode 
of decapitation to be applied to criminals. Tbe 
report was presented to the committee on the 
7th of March, 1792, and on the 20".h of the 
same month tbe Assembly passed a law, 
which was sanctioned on the 25.h by the 
king, declaring that the penalty of death 
should be carried oat in the manner recom- 
mended in the report of the perpetual Secre- 
tary of the Academy of Surgery. In this 
paper Dr. Louts did no more than suggest the 
plan on which the instrument should be con- 
sn acted; but he was enjoined to get one con- 
structed nccordug to bis plan. A German 
named Schmitt, maker of harpsichords, was 
employed tor the purpose, and on the 19 th of 
April, 1792, D» Louis informed Roland, then 
Minister ot the Interior, that "experiments 
had been made with Schmitt's instrument at 
the Bicetreon three dead bodies, and that tbe 
heads were cut off with such precision that be 
was aetonished at the strength and celerity of 
its action." It was at once introduced, and 
tbe "experimenta" made with it soon after tne 
date of th* latter, and for a long time afier- 
■ iird. were not of the harmless natnre of those 
a' ihe B cetre. In the memoirs of Sanson, 
tbe famous beadsman, recently published, a 
ful! account is given of the instrument, The 
first execution for which it was usel was that 
of a highway robber, which took place oa the 
27th ol May, and the first political execution 
was that of Collenot d'Anglemont, on tne 21st 
of August following. 

Tbe machine was at first popularly known 
by tbe name of L iaison, or Louisette, from 
the inventor's name. By some uuacoounta 
ble change of pnblic cpinion, or caprice, it 
soon got tbe name of gnillotine, wbich it 
keeps to this day, and will probably do so as 
long as it ia in nse, thounh Dr. Guiilotin had 
nothing whatever to do with its invention or 
construction, an i had merely proposed the 
rxieneurf of uniformity in the mode of execu- 
tion. There is another error also very gen- 
erally spread, that Guiilotin himself died oa 
the scaffold during the revolution by the in- 
strument of which the invention was falsely 
attributed to bim. Dr. Guiilotin long sur- 
vived tbe re.Tolu.iou, and died quietly in his 
bed in 1814.

LOUISVILLE JOUKJNAL 

Diath or Smith O'Bbibb.— William Smith 
O'Brien, head of the Irish Rebellion iu 1848, 
and uistber of Uuou lachiauin, who wu Sir 
Lucius O'Brien before he succeeded to the 
peerage, Is reported as baring d'ed on 
the lTth of Jane. The Philadelphia Press 
gays be was horn at Diomoland, the family 
teat, in the county of Glare, ia 1803, and 
claimed to be a direct descendant from the 
ancient Kings of Monster. His education 
was English — at Harrow and Cambridge. A 
large landed property was po3sessed by his 
mother. Miss Smith, of Oapermoyle, out of 
Which she made him such a liberal allowance 
that he was able to enter Parliament in 1830 
for the borough of Bonis, and he sat from 
1835 to 1848 as member for Limerick. A - 
though a Protestant, and connected in blood 
with several aristocratical families, he ac- 
cepted O'Connell as his political leader, and 
joined him in seeking Repeal of the Union 
aa the only remedy for the wrongs of Ireland. 
A difference of principle separated them at 
last. O'Connell, wbo was a strong monarch- 
ist, believed in the efficacy of moral force. 
O'Brien, a republican, believed that physical 
power alone could extort "Justice for Ire- 
land" from the British Government O'Briea 
was leader of the Young Ireland party when 
O'Connell died in 1847. In the following 
year the third French Resolution broke ont. 
L&martine proclaimed that France would as- 
sist all oppressed and struggling nationalities. 
O'Brien went to Paris, where he mistook the 
complimentary languago of the Provisional 
Government, and returned to Ireland certain 
that France would assist in an attempt to 
separate Ireland from England. Lord Clar- 
endon, the Viceroy, saw the coming crisis, and 
suspended certain "disaffected districts," be- 
sides suspending the habeas corpus act. 

0 Brien held on his course, very hopeful and 
eager, reviewed large assemblages of the pea- 
santry, and determined on Insurrectioa. His 
commencement was an attack on a police sta- 
tion at Billingarry (July 28, 1848), but his 
few followers fled. He escaped, bat was ar- 
rested in the following September on a charge 
of high treason, tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced to death, on the 9th of October. The 
capital punishment was commuted for trans- 
portation for life, and he received a full par- 
don in 18M, which enabled him to return to 
Ireland. Political excitement had fallen to 
a discount tiuring his exile, and, without 
abandoning bis cherished principles, he did 
nothing to promulgate them — except, now 
and then, to assert them ia bis letters to the 
newspapers. 

In 1858 Mr. O'Brien visited the United 
S'Htes, where be was extremely well receiv- 
ed. During th? present war he U3ed bis pen 
very freely, in the Dublin press, against 
Union principles asd politics — tbns following 
the unenviable example ot his old friends 
and compatriots, John Mitchell, now of Rich- 
mond, and Richard O'Gorman, of New York. 
Smith O'Brien was a man of earnest sinceri- 
ty, but did not possess eminent ability, either 
as a speaker or writer. He was so intensely 
republican thit he very indignantly declined 
the prefix of "Honorable," to which he was 
enti Jed as brother of a peer. A more ami- 
able man never lived. It was his fortune to 
have "fallen upen evil days," and to have 
loved Ireland, "not wisely, bnt too well." 
Had he succeeded in breaking the Union in 
1848, he certainly would, thoagh a Protes- 
tant, have been unanimously chosen firjt 
President of the Irish Republic.

merits Perbaas this conrlu-ion should be 
somewhat moderated io view of the sum ex- 
cellence ol two ef his songs.

iDclude Hawthorne, LiDg'ellow, Irving, and 
tfcrir otder.

AcBiccLTCttAL T.vvkstioss — The follow, 
iog remarks cn agricultural implements are 
taken fmm the Introductory Report of Patents 

for 1863: 

Much attention has been given in this class 
o machines for sowing wheat, oat«, etc., which 
are attached to ihe body of the opera'or, work- 
ed by a crank, and distributing the seed broad- 
cast by cen'rifngal forco. Next in number and 
impoitanee are cultivators, which appear to 
have assumed almost every conceivable form 
and style. The most noticable fea'ure in 
connection with them is the making of them 
tall and so constructing the frame that they 
may readily pass over corn from four to six 
feet high, and in so arranging and pivoting 
tho shatcs that they may be readily con'roUeil 
in their movement i, aud enable the operator to 
adapt their movements to the irregularity of 
tic plants in the row. Tbis feature, as might 
be expected, emanates from the West, whero 
the hec is bnt little used in the culture of tbis 
plant. 

M. chines for thrashing and cleaning grain 
have received a large share of attention, and 
have been r 'ndcred so complete that the grain 
is now thrashed, chancd, measured, and bag- 
ged, and th ^ s'raw stacked, atone operation. 
Imp'ovec cnts have also bo n nudo in the 
mai h'r.es by which the dust is taken up ani 
tonveyed awey, and also by which the bands 
jre cut i.nd the shoaves fed into the thrasher. 
Con- ectod with these is a class of machines of 
recent origin, by which clover isthrashel, sep- 
a aied from the straw, huLod, and cleaned, at 
one operation. 

Considerable improvements have also been 
made in a large number of miscellaneous tm- 
plemenis eonuecled with agriculture, such as 
manure elbtributors, frui'-ga'herers, cow. milk- 
ers, field-iollers, cattle and sheep ravks, farm 
and frjit ladders, egg-batching machines, and 
machines for nianututtaring cigars and tobacco 
in an i s vaiietios, potito diggers, straw and 
vegetable cu ti rs, sto. e gatherers, bog cutters 
for smooth ng rough nv adow land and aiapt- 
ing it to ihe use of the mower, boxes an 1 
baskets for packing and conveying fmit to 
market, etc., etc. Indeed throughout tiis en- 
tire class ih re appears to be an increased activ- 
ity in the effort to substitute labor-saving 
machinery for manual labor, and, judging 
from arpcirances, with most beneficial remits. 

The i umb r of harvesting macnincs mauu- 
fscturod during the joar, as learned from reli- 
able sources, is upward of 40,000, while the 
numbers in process of manufacture, required 
for the 1 arvest of '-■'■!, is estimated at over 
90,000 rnachir.es. 

Jobs por Leisure Hours — Which may 
be pcrfb'mcd without interfering at a'l with 
plotighinp.lpliinting, and o'her field labor.if they 
arc onsy thouvhi of in time : 

l'rur inir fruit trees is too often greatly neg- 
lected. Let this be a'tended to when it is 
too wet to plough or plant, or te make fences. 
Fi r such wi i k one nci ds a small, sharp axe, 
a saw, and a good knife. A largo :<■<■■ - 
knife will subserve a good purpose ; but, in 
the absence of * geod knife, I take an oil tile 
and get a good blacksmith to make a prunin^- 
knifc — which he will do f r ten cents — w th 
tbe bla 'e shaped liko the Made of a grai i- 
sickle or a grass-heok. If tho blade be four or 
five inches lontr, af er it is curved, it will b?i 
long enough. Pruning saws, which are fasten- 
ed on tbe end I a fork handle or pole, and 
used by the operator while "standing ou the 
grrnnd, arc an i etimos preferable to any other 
to Is for r ri ning fruit trees. They nny be 
gJ. tained at most hardware stores. After a 
tree has been pruned, cover the wonnds with 
rein end ta'low, of equal pirtd, me ted to- 
ge her in a small kettle, and applied with a 
pain' brush. 

Collect i-awdnst, chip manure, and scrap- 
ing of yards, and rpr ad them around fruit 
trees, for the pnrpo e of keeping the Boi! 
ltose and prom p ing tbe healthy growth of 
vonrg trees. Wri'h a broad hoa scrape the 
bedies of fruit trees, and if the btrk is al- 
ready sirooth tie a rag on the end of a stick, 
for a large swab, and apply thin sof: soap to 
the bodies mi limbs, for six or eight feet 
above 'he cround. 

In locliti 's where the borer is a?customtd 
to work in ihn yellow ioeus', shave off and 
scrape nff all tho outside or dead hark, f >r six 
or eight feet h'gh. and smea- the bodies ot 
t' e tries with Mich and tall w, applied with 
a whitewash brush If tho pitch and tallow 
he heated too hot, it «ill ppoil tba bru.h by 
btraiug the hair. — Ohio Farmer.

The exchange of plants 
and seeds with foreign c untries has done 
u.nch to develop the re<ources of our s>il and 
elimtite, and recent experiments rop rted to 
the Diia'tmcut h ive demonstrated the adap- 
tabil ty of the Nirth to tho prod uc ion of 
many ar k'ea which it was heretofore oppos- 
ed could only be cultivated in the South. 



How to Boild am Icb Hocsh. — Seeing an 
inquiry in a Iu e Kiral in regard to building 
an ice house, brought to mini the fact of how 
f. w avail ih< mselv. s of the greatest of all lux- 
uries in hot weather, which is ice. I will now 
(live you a plau of my ice house, from which 
ary one can build wno can use a saw and 
hammer. 

It bas been built about ten years, and is all 
sound ict, with tho exception of boards on the 
inside, which will want to be replaced once in 
atx ut five or six years. Tne sisa is eig it by 
ten outside, mx rtet high. I rook tw i-inch 
plank, twelve inches wide, for sills and plates, 
halted uigether at the corners. I nsed studs 
on the in-idc, aud hoa ded up and dovn out- 
side. The cracks *houId be covered with bi'- 
tens, to prev nt the air striking the ice. 
The rafters thould r>e five or six-inch s'uff, 
boarded i n the inside, and tho space filled 
with either >awdust or refuse tan bark. Toe 
icside should be boarded the other way, to 
within a foot or s i of ihe plates, which saould 
be left until tbo space is filled. I place poles 
or st ant 'ing in tie bittom, and cover with 
slabs, which w II afford all the drainage ce- 
re-tary. Tbe door should always be on the 
nonh side. The cracks in the north gaole- 
end should be Ief open tor the purpose of ven- 
tilation. I corsider sawdust the best to till 
tbe sides with, but tan bark, turner's chavings, 
eh: ff, i r st- aw, will do. 

Ii is more work to till an ice-house th] first 
year than it is ever a'ter that. I like sn >w 
the best of anything io pack in — always fi ling 
tbe cracks b tween tho cakes as solid 
as pnu-ible. I have taken out snow the last 
ofsumm r just as fresh as when it was put 
in. The size of this dousa may b i objecte I to 
by rr me, hut mine holds enou.h for a large 
f»n ily ai d also a dairy of twenty cows I 
don't rxlitveany dairjman who has hid ice 
to cse M e year would be without it for ten 
time* t h e < out. 

One thing more about the house t It should 
be banken up at the bottom, for any c reult- 
t c n of air through the ice will molt it as fast 
us water poured through it. W.

We know «hy t e animal crav sole, an) 
why it ul imately fal's into diseasa if salt is 
for a ti ne w it held I.' p ward, of half the 
■aline ma ter of the bjrjod (57 p i cen ) c -n- 
-i-ts of contm n salt; and as this is par ly dis- 
charged every day thr >ugh the skin aid th i 
ki i >ya the nee asiiy of con inaed supplies of 
it to ihe body re*i-omes suffi b«bbsj|w ubvioui. 
The bile a< o nyjBrtgdna soda as a s teeiil aud 
nd ►pi n-ahl - rons i uo >t, and so do all tin 
ca t tinges of the bt»dy. Tneref ire, if the 
aopply of salt be stinted, noithar vdl the bill 



be able properly to assist the diges ion, nor the 
cartilages be built up again rs they na urally 
watte. And when we con ider it to bs a fact 
that without salt man would misrrably pjrish; 
as, among horrible punishments, entail ng cer- 
tain death, ihat of feediBf, culprits on sa'tl s i 
food is said to have prevailed in barbarous 
times, we may become partially convi. cei at 
least ot the ueccbsi y of feeding fait to Our 
ttock — that it ii one'of tbe necessaries as well 
as t ne of the lnxuries of life for man and 
beast; and it should be profusely provided at 
short intervals, in proper places, it it cannot 
be kept by them continually, so that each and 
every animal may ca'isfy the demands of his 
n -in e Then it shall not be said of us that 
while our pudding is e.Iways well seasoned and 
raited, our stock are allowed to suffer for want 
of the same ingredient, which is as truly ne- 
cessary for their food as for ours.

Revetgr among Birds. — Tho Shields (En- 
gland) Gazette has the following curious story 
of animal life: "In the interior of tho Tyne 
Dock wagon shops, the attention of the work- 
men was attracted to the movemen's of two 
sparrows, engaged in constructing a nest in 
the hollow where two girders met for tho sup- 
port of the iron roof. For several days they 
labored assiducusly in preparing their abode, 
when, by some sudden freak, the progress of 
the tiny fabric was suspended. A few morn- 
ings afterwards the ears of the m n were sa- 
luted by loud chirruping and fluttering of 
wings, and Ircm what transpired subsequently 
it was evident that the female bird had severed 
the connubial knot, and enlisted the affections 
of another, who now vigorously contended 
with tbe rejected bird for the possession of the 
nest. For several hours the conflict con' in- 
ued, until the usurper proved the strongest. 
The rejected bird shortly afterward returaed 
and hovered abont the spot, apparently watch- 
ing an opportunity fur revenge. This speed- 
ily occurred, for in the course of a short tint) 
the newly-joined pair left for a brief period. 
In their absence the defeated sparrow ap- 
proached the nest, and, placing his back be- 
neath the feathery mass, raised it from i s rest- 
ing place and sent it to the gronnd. The sur- 
prise of the other birds on their return, at be- 
holding the demolition of their dwelling, ap- 
peared to be great, and was amusing to ob- 
serte; notwithst:nd ; n< this disaster, however, 
tbey commenced to bvild a second nest ia tho 
same place, the rejected mate watching their 
procet dings with apparent interest. A'ter 
two dajs of incessant I .bor, tiny again left for 
a short time, nnd, taking advantage of their 
absence, tho disappointed bird again demol- 
ished their feathery re idencc."

Tanner's bark is said to be a good thing for 
surreucdii g strawberries when fruiting. It is 
also a proserin ire against slugs. 

G reeked Pickles — Tho following is a 
capital and simple experiment to detect the 
copper in greened pickles. It may be con- 
ducted thus: Cut a greened pickle into small 
pieces, and tut them into a glass of rain wa- 
ter, adding ten to fourteen drops of sulpuric 
acid; put the bright blads of a knife or any 
bright steel surface in the liquid for twenty- 
four hours, and if the pick'e contains copper 
it will be found upon the steel blade, as though 
it bad been coated by tho galvanic process. 
All pickles greer.ed in brass or copper kettles 
show this result. The green color comes 
from vordigris, which is a deadly poison; the 
quantity u ually tak'-n with pickles does no; 
of.*n kill, but it produces disease. Way are 
tbey colored? only to plea e the eye, and 
make them retre ent green encumbers. A 
poisonous pickle maybe eaten upia a full 
stcmach, it never should be upin an empty 
one. They should never he allowed among 
sanitary stores. 

At tbe last sit ing of the Paris Academy of 
Sciemcs, a pspcr by M. Loir was sent in by 
the Minister of the Interior, in which tbo au- 
thor endeavored to show that a quantity of 
ilectritity was proiuccd in large factories, 
and might he turned to acc tunt by means of 
the strups which genera'cd it by tho friet.on 
in communicating motion to the machinery. 

An English paper says: "Dr. Bib-ertson 
has now on Lis farm, at Horfield, a prodigious 
sow.
